U.S., Soviets squabble 


in U.N. over Cyprus 
Explosion rocks Tower of London 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 


The Soviet Union and the United States 
were at odds today over what, if any- 
thing, the Security Council should do 
about the Cyprus coup and the over- 
throw of President Makarios. 


At the first council meeeting on the 


crisis, the Soviets on Tuesday called for 
urgent measures to protect the inde- 
pendence of the island. But the United 
States, supported by Britain, said in- 
formation from Cyprus was still too 
sketchy to make any decisions. 


The 15-nation council adjourned to 


await developments, including possibly 
a visit by Makarios, who spent the 
night on Malta en route to London. No 
time was set for resumption of the de- 
bate. 


In Tuesday's council debate, Soviet 


delegate Vasily S. Safronchuk blamed 
the coup on the Greek Army officers 
who command the Cyprus National 
Guard. He said the Greek military gov- 
ernment must bear responsibility. 


He called on the council to "take the 


most urgent measures to protect the in- 
dependence, sovereignty and territorial 
integrity" of Cyprus. "Time will not 
wait," he declared. But he did not sub- 
mit a resolution for council action. 


Ambassador John A. Scali of the 


United States said his government sup- 
ports the "independence and territorial 
integrity of Cyprus and its existing con- 
stitutional arrangements." But he said, 
"unfortunately, there is much ... we 
still do not know about the emerging 
situation on Cyprus, and it is difficult 
at this moment to see clearly whether 
and how the council can make a posi- 
tive contribution." 


The Makarios government's U.N. 


representative, Ambassador Zenon 
Rossides, flared up at the calls for 
delay and urged an immediate cease- 
fire resolution. 


"It is impermissible for any member 


of the Security Council to suggest or 
support anything that will allow fight- 
ing and bloodshed to go on," he said. 
"Whatever the details are and what- 
ever the blame should be, the fighting 
should stop." 


But like Safronchuk, Rossides did not 


submit a resolution. He said later he 
thought the Soviet Union was going to 
put one in. Informed sources said the 
Russian tried unsuccessfully to get 
other council members to propose a 
resolution calling for noninterference 
in Cyprus. 


LONDON (AP) - A terrorist bomb 


exploded in the historic Tower of Lon- 
don today and injured at least 33 per- 
sons, half of them children. Scotland 
Yard said. 


The Yard declined to theorize what 


organization was behind the bombing. 
Irish extremists set off an explosion 
June 17 that damaged the houses of 
Parliament and injured seven persons. 


Scotland Yard said most of those in- 


jured in today's explosion were Danish 
and German tourists. 


In past bombings, terrorists have 


given advance warning, but there was 
no such warning in today's incident, 
police said. 


"Suddenly there was this bang," said 


Mrs. John Lyall, of suburban London, 
"There was glass and smoke coming 
out of the building. I heard children 
screaming." 


Police cordoned off the area and two 


helicopters hovered over the medieval 
fortress where England's Tudor kings 
had their enemies beheaded. 


The Environment Department, which 


runs tourist attractions in Britain, said 
the explosion was in the basement of 
the Tower. It said there was structural 
damage to the floor above the explosion 
but no immediate estimate of its ex- 
tent. It added the Tower would be open 
Thursday as usual. 


The Tower, actually a castle on the 


River Thames in east London, also 
houses the crown jewels of Queen 
Elizabeth II. 


"There was a terrific bang and a 


huge column of smoke rose over the 
Tower. There are police cars, fire en- 
gines and ambulances everywhere," a 
Port of London Authority official said. 


The area around the Tower was 


crowded with tourists at the time of the 
blast. 


Crown jewels kept at the Tower are 


priceless. One stone alone, the famed 
Koh-I-Noor diamond, was estimated to 
be worth $5.6 million, and tnat was in 
1850. This diamond is now in the front 
of the queen mother's crown.

Pressure for leniency in 
job safety rules reported

Informed sources said Turkey was 


moving 90,000 troops and war materiel 
to its Mediterranean shores today fol- 
lowing the coup on Cyprus, and news- 
papers reported Turkish ships were 
sailing near the Greek islands of 
Rhodes and Mitilene*. 


The moves came as Turkish leaders 


flew to London for urgent talks on the 
Cyprus crisis, military rebels tightened 
their grip on the island, and Arch- 
bishop Makarios told a news confer- 
ence in England he left Cyprus because 
he felt he would be able to help his 
people more effectively from outside 
the country. 


There are approximately 490,000 


Greeks and 115,000 Turks on Cyprus. 
The military rebels that overthrew Ma- 
karios on Monday are believed to be 
committed to enosis, or union with 
Greece, and the Turkish government 
fears any such move would threaten its 
interests on the Mediterranean island. 
Greece has denied any involvement 
with the coup. 


In Brussels, all members of the 


North Atlantic Treaty Organization ex- 
cept Greece supported a call for the 
withdrawal of Greek officers from the 
Cyprus national guard as the best way 
to calm the situation, a NATO source 
said. 


Makarios said the coup against him 


Monday was organized by the Greek 
military regime in Athens and led by 
Greek officers serving in his national 
guard. 


"They tried to kill me by attacking 


the presidential palace with mortars 


and other weapons," he said. "The pal- 
ace was demolished. 


"They thought I was killed and they 


said on the radio that I was taken — 
but as you can see I am alive. 


"I succeeded in escaping. I went first 


to Paphos, where there is a radio sta- 
tion from which I made several broad- 
casts to my people. 


"Yesterday morning a small warship 


of the national guard fired at the radio 
station and demolished it, while at the 
same time armored cars and tanks 
moved toward Paphos." 


Paphos is Makarios's home town in 


southwest Cyprus. 


Explaining his decision to leave, Ma- 


karios said, "I didn't want to fall into 
the hands of the Greek junta. I pre- 
ferred to leave Cyprus. I felt that going 
into hiding was not the answer. 


"I feel from the outside I am able to 


help my people more effectively in 
their struggle against the dictatorship 
and attack on their rights. 


"Within minutes of Makarios' arrival 


it was announced in London that Tur- 
kish Premier Bulent Ecevit and his de- 
fense minister were flying to the Brit- 
ish capital later in the day to discuss 
the Cyprus crisis with Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson and Foreign Minister 
James Callaghan. 


Turkey reportedly has shifted a large 


part of its navy off the Cyprus coast 
and placed an entire naval division on 
full alert because of fears for the Tur- 
kish minority on Cyprus. 


The afternoon Athens newspaper Es- 


tia said that according to unconfirmed 
information there was a loss of about 
300 dead strictly between armed units 


during the last two days in Cyprus. 


The paper said it had no reports of ci-. 


vilian casualties at the moment. 


Estia's Nicosia correspondent, Spyri- 


don Papageorgiou, has beeti appointed 
director of press and information for 
the new Cyprus regime. 


After consultation with British gov- 


ernment leaders, Makarios was ex- 
pected to fly on to New York to appeal 
to the United Nations Security Council 
for help in reversing the coup that un- 
seated him on Monday. 


The British forces' radio station on 


Cyprus reported a calm night for the 
island, with only "an occasional rifle 
shot and automatic weapons fire 
heard." It said the curfew imposed by 
the leaders of the coup on Greek Cypr- 
iot sectors of the island had been lifted 
but might be reimposed later in the 
day.

A pooled news dispatch late Tuesday 


from Nicosia, the capital, said shooting 
continued in some towns. But Greek 
sources in Athens reported the surren- 
der of pro-Makarios forces in Paphos. 


The Security Council met in emer- 


gency session in New York on Tuesday 
but after inconclusive debate adjourned 
to await developments. The United 
States and Britain urged a wait-and-see 
policy. The Soviet Union accused the 
Greek military junta in Athens of insti- 
gating the coup and said "time will not 
wait." And the U.N. delegate from the 
Makarios government appealed to the 
council to order a ceasefire. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Job-health

substances that are harmful to work- 
ers, sources say. 


Presently, HEW researchers issue 


"criteria documents" for different poi- 
sons, recommending specific ceilings 
which they feel will eliminate health 
hazards. OSHA then must translate the 
recommendations' into legally en- 
forceable standards, weighing such 
economic factors as jobs and income. 


Critics often charge that OSHA swaps 


lives for profits, and sources say this 
has led OSHA officials to seek an end to 
HEW's specific recommendations. 


One source inside OSHA said that the 


agency's standards chief, Daniel P. 
Boyd, pressed HEW officials for an end 
to specific recommendations of safe 
levels during a meeting two weeks ago. 


The source said some of Boyd's sub- 


ordinates felt it would not be proper. A 
spokesman at HEW said that Boyd's 
idea had been rejected because the law 
requires HEW to recommend specific 
ceiling levels. 


The interagency dispute comes at the 


same time as a somewhat related con- 
troversy that was sparked when the 
Senate Watergate committee published 
a memorandum written by OSHA's for- 
mer chief, George C. Guenther. The 
memo proposed that Nixon fund raisers 


use the agency's record as a "selling 
point" with the employers he was sup- 
posed to be regulating. 


Guenther wrote the memo five 


months before the 1972 election, and 
predicted that no controversial job- 
health proposals would come from his 
agency or HEW during the campaign. 


He also said he intended to clear new 


employes with the Republican National 
Committee, and said he had discussed 
with fund raiser Lee Nunn "the great 
potential of OSHA as a sales point for 
fund raising and general support by 
employers." 


"Your suggestions as to how to pro- 


mote the advantages of four more years 
of properly managed OSHA would be 
appreciated," the memo said. 


The Watergate committee said Guen- 


ther's plan was rejected by the man to 
whom it was addressed, Laurence Sil- 
berman, now the U.S. deputy attorney 
general. 


But Ralph Nader's Health Research 


Group charged that OSHA apparently 
has implemented the Guenther plan, 
and pointed out that the only job-health 
standards now in force, three years af- 
ter the agency was set up, are for as- 
bestos fibers and a list of cancer-caus- 
ing 
substances.

recommendations for ceilings on more 
than a dozen other poisons, affecting an 
estimated 5 million workers, still are 
pending, some since 1972. 


Dr. Sidney Wolfe, head of the Nader

NEW YORK (AP) - The nation's 


housing and mortgage slump has 
grown into the worst on record, accord- 
ing to some bankers and builders. 


Inflation and tight money have 


crippled banks' ability to provide mort- 
gages. Building material costs have 
skyrocketed and supplies are tight. 


Bankers in Boston and Seattle say 


they're out of money for mortgages and 
a contractor in Annapolis, Md. com- 
plained recently he couldn't find nails 
for carpentry work. 


With most consumers now largely 


priced out of the housing mortgage 
markets, John M. Wetmore, director of 
economics and research at the Mort- 
gage Banks Association, said many 
banks now extend mortgage credit only 
to top executives of companies which 
do business at the bank. 


"Sure it's discriminatory," he said, 


but added that there seems no other 
way to distribute what little money a 
bank has to lend in mortgages. 


One such local VIP, who declined to

be quoted by name, recently bought a 
$50,000-plus home in Glenwood, III., a 
Chicago suburb. He was a general 
manager of a local business, and had 
tried eight lending institutions before 
one finally gave him a 7.8 per cent 
mortgage. 
"I got my mortgage through what 


you might call 'influence peddling.' 
The bank told roe the mortgage market 
was tight and I told them I'd help them 
to a certain extent with a savings de- 
posit. I used money and clout," he said. 


It's an ugly picture for most other 


home shoppers. 
The Commerce Department says 


home building declined 11.1 per cent in 
May from the previous month, and 38 
per cent from a year ago. Building per- 
mits for the nation declined 43 per cent 
in May from a year ago, and reached 
the lowest level since April 1967. Last 
year, 2.06 million permits were issued, 
but this year, according to Michael Su- 
michrast, economist for the National 
Association of Home Builders, the fig-

ure will be more like 1.45 million. 


Construction firms must pay any- 


where from 2-5 per cent above the bank 
prime lending rate, which now stands 
at about 12 per cent at most banks. 
Smaller contractors often pay even 
more. The higher interest rate trans- 
lates into a bigger price tag on a new 
home. The cost of the average new 
home has jumped nearly $20,000 since 
1970. 


In an effort to relieve the situation, 


the Nixon administration last May 
committed up to $10.3 billion in credit 
to bolster the nation's sagging mort- 
gage and home building markets. 
Some of that money, to be raised on the 
open markets rather than from the 
U.S. Treasury, will be channeled into 
the hard-pressed savings and loan as- 
sociations that provide much of the na- 
tion's mortgage money. Much of the 
rest will be used to subsidize lower in- 
terest rates through existing Federal 
Housing Administration home mort- 
gage insurance programs.

Bank mortgage loans are hard to get 


anywhere, and in some places virtually 
nonexistent. Through May, the nation's 
savings and loan associations granted 
$18.18 billion in loans to home buyers, 
down a whopping 20.4 per cent from the 
comparable period last year. 


Interest rates on conventional mort- 


gages for both new and previously oc- 
cupied single family houses in June av- 
eraged 8.84 per cent, according to the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board. 


The board said rates for new homes 


compared with 8.74 in May and 7.79 per 
cent in June 1973. For pieviously occu- 
pied houses, the earlier rates were 8.67 
and 7.79 per cent. 


But the range varies widely from 


state to state, depending on local usury 
laws designed to prevent lenders from 
charging excessive interest rates. 


In nine states, Illinois, Ohio, New" 


York, Missouri, Minnesota, Kentucky, 
Alabama, Vermont and West Virginia, 
the highest interest allowed by usury 
laws is 8-8</2 Per cent. 


By contrast, Virginia sets no ceiling 


on interest rates. In Wyoming and Utah 
it is 18 per cent and in Rhode Island, 21 
per cent. 


Bankers argue that housing and 


mortgage activity is at its lowest in 
those states where usury laws are 
toughest. The laws designed to protect 
the consumer have rebounded against 
him, they say, and should be repealed. 


"Banks have just stopped making 


new mortgages," said a spokesman for 
the Savings Bank Association of New 
York. From a peak of $4.9 billion in 
mortgage commitments in April 1973, 
the association says savings banks in 
New York had commitments of onlv 
$3.15 billion as of May 31, 1974. 


What is plaguing the nation's savings 


banks and savings and loan associ- 
ations is "disintermediation," a pro- 
cess where money that ordinarily 
would be invested in savings accounts 
is instead withdrawn in huge amounts, 
attracted by the much higher returns 
offered by Treasury notes, certificates 


of deposit, commercial paper and other 
debt vehicles in the open money mar- 
kets. 


That process, spurred by inflation 


and the Federal Reserve's tight money 
policies, has largely dried up the tradi- 
tional sources of mortgage loans. In the 
last three months alone. New York 
State savings banks suffered an out- 
flow of some $740 million. The state's 
banks had net outflows in all but three 
of the last 13 months. 


Tight money policies hav.e sent the 


federal government scrambling with. 
industry for the few dollars that can be 
raised in the nation's credit markets. 


"The federal agencies are an "un- 


beatable competitor for money in the 
money markets," economist Wetmore 
explained. "They get their funds first 
and the crumbs are left to the mort- 
gage markets."

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Test-tube 
conceptions 
questioned 


LONDON (AP) - No scientist has 


yet come forward to substantiate a 
British doctor's claim that three babies 
were conceived in laboratory test 
tubes, transferred to their mothers' 
*vombs and born in healthy condition. 


Dr. Douglas Bevis, a professor of ob- 


stetrics and gynecology at the Univer- 
sity of Leeds, told newsmen Monday in 
Hull that he knew of the births, al- 
though he was not personally involved 
in them. 


Bevis said one of the cases was in 


Britain, but he refused to identify any 
of the families or doctors involved, and 
his claim was met with doubt Tuesday 
in British medical circles. 


"As far as 1 know, no one in this 


country or anywhere else has yet suc- 
ceeded in this technique," said Dr. 
Patrick Steptoe, who has been working 
for five years on fertilization of eggs 
outside the womb. 


"If this is not authenticated, it could 


be very distressing for the patients. 
Thousands of childless women who are 
waiting for the moment when this work 
can be made possible will be plunged 
into an immediate state of anxiety." 


"If he has done it, give him my con- 


gratulations," 
said Dr. Robert Ed- 


wards, another expert in the field,

Bevis refused to talk to newsmen. 
Church accepts 
male minister 
with reluctance 


CHICAGO (AP) - A Methodist 


church congregation on Chicago's 
North Side has reluctantly accepted a 
male pastor in exchange for a bishop's 
pledge to recruit women ministers. 


The Rev. Charles C. Peterson was as- 


signed to the Parish of the Holy Cov- 
enant by Bishop Paul A. Washburn de- 
spite the congregation's request for a 
woman pastor. 


But at a meeting Monday night be- 


tween the bishop and parish leaders, 
the church accepted the Rev. Mr. Pe- 
terson, 52. in exchange for a written 
pledge from Bishop Washburn that a 
task force of the United Methodist 
Church's Northern Illinois Conference 
will recruit 10 women pastors by June 
1975. 


The agreement also repeats the par- 


ish's desire for a woman pastor in the 
future and stipulates plans for work- 
shops on women's rights and for re- 
cruiting more wom^n as seminary stu- 
dents. 


Two women seminarians will serve 


as interns at the church this year. 


Only about one per cent of Methodist 


ministers are women. 
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Natural lead settling on tobacco 
leaves possible cause of lung cancer 


SEATTLE (AP) — Radioactive lead, 


which occurs naturally in the environ- 
ment and settles on tobacco leaves, is 
probably the main cause of lung cancer 
in cigarette smokers, says an expert on 
the disease. 


Dr. Edward P. Radford of Johns 


Hopkins School of Hygiene and Public 
Health, said in an interview on Tuesday 
night that he will reveal his findings on 
Thursday in a paper to be delivered at 
the 5th International Congress of Radi- 
ation Research. 


Radford said his evidence means a 


closer look must be given to low-level 
alpha radiation emanating from nu- 


clear power plants of the kind now 
being built. 


He said his research in cooperation 


with that of Edward Martell of the Na- 
tional Center for Atmospheric Re- 
search in Boulder, Colo., implicates 
Lead 210, a radioactive lead isotope, 
and a product into which it decays, Po- 
lonium 210, which emits alpha par- 
ticles, or helium nuclei. 


Radford said the evidence is that 


Lead 210 naturally occurring in the en- 
vironment accumulates on the hairs of 
tobacco leaves, especially those grown 
on the East Coast. 


He said deep inhalation by smokers 


deposits the radioactive'materials in 
the lungs. 


In his paper, Radford says "... With 


reasonable assumptions it appears that 
polonium decay as an initiator accounts 
for a substantial fraction, if not all. of 
cigarette induced cancers in males." " 


"It probably causes the lung cancers 


now showing up in females, too," he 
said in the Tuesday night interview. 


Radford said there is no strong evi- 


dence that tar or nicotine are them- 
selves the direct cause of lung cancer 
but that they and other tobacco prod- 
ucts may be cocarcinogens.

Simon disclaims insult 
in calling shah a 'nut' 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - Treasury 


Secretary William E. Simon is sticking 
by his choice of the word "nut" to de- 
scribe the Shah of Iran, but he says he 
didn't mean anything uncomplimen- 
tary. 


He confirmed on Tuesday that he 


said "the Shah of Iran is a nut" in an 
interview with the magazine American 
Banker. But he said the statement was 
taken out of context and was "entirely 
misleading and misunderstood. I did 
not, and would not say anything un- 
complimentary about the Shah." 


Simon said he meant that Iran's ru- 


ler has "very firm ideas" on oil prices. 
He said he used the word "nut" in the 
same way he might describe somebody 
as a "nut about tennis or aolf."

Henley given six 99-year

to the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals, 
and he predicts the guilty verdict will 
be overturned. 


Gray, one of the state's top criminal 


appeals lawyers, was overruled on 
more than 300 objections during the 
trial before District Court Judge Pres- 
ton Dial. Gray also filed 59 written ob- 
jections to Dial's instructions to the 
jury. 


Dial will formally sentence Henley on 


Aug. 1. The six-man, six-woman jury, 
which had found Henley guilty on Mon- 
day, deliberated less than an hour on 
Tuesday before handing down the pun- 
ishment. 


Dial has the power only to determine 


if the sentence will run concurrently or 
consecutively. 


Under Texas law, a person can be- 


come eligible for parole after eight 
years and four months, no matter how 
long the sentence, but the Texas Board 
of Pardons and Paroles grants only 
about half the paroles applied for, as 


opposed to about three-fourths granted 
in other states. 


Henley was accused of procuring 


young males for Dean A. Corll, 33, who 
homosexually raped and tortured them. 
Henley shot Corll to death during a sex 
and torture party at Corll's apartment 
in the Houston suburb of Pasadena last 
Aug. 8. The slaying was ruled self-de- 
fense. 


Police said Henley and a second de- 


fendant in the case helped Corll kill 
and bury his victims. The second de- 
fendant, David Owen Brooks, 19, is 
charged with four counts of murder. 
His trial date has not been set. 


Henley's trial was moved here on a 


change of venue.

There was no public opposition to the 


Appleton Redevelopment Authority's 
proposed apartment development of the 
old vocational school property Tuesday 
night when the legally required hear- 
ing was held. 


Only three persons appeared at the

The public reaction — light as it was

cated that nine key building materials 
had increased an average of 67 per cent 
in price between December, 1973, and

He said it was the "worst ever" infla- 


tion spiral he had seen and that it was 
expected to continue a while before 
slowing down. He said delivery was 
very slow on some items, such as struc- 
tural steel, but added the station was 
using reinforced concrete,. and so 
avoided that problem for the most part. 


After issuing the warning, Mochon 


said his firm had taken special precau- 
tions to get a handle on costs, and that 
alternates in construction are being 
provided to allow a cost cutback if the 
bids come in high. This could involve 
dropping certain nonessential items in 
the project. 


"We think there's a good chance that 


even with these price increases we'll 
stay within our budget," Mochon said. 
"This is our hope." 


The architects declined to estimate 


how much inflation might increase the 
March, 1974, estimate of $1.7 million 
for the total project. Running said he 
believed the figure would be above that 
by contract-signing time, and that he 
intended to contact the architects to get 
their best estimate. 


The citizens panel which studied the 


station needs last year — and whose 
recommendations were adopted by the 
City Council — had estimated the sta- 
tion cost at $1.2 million to $1.3 million, 
plus $200,000 for equipment and 
$160,000 for a contingency fund. 


That report didn't include other 


costs, such as land purchase, archi- 
tects' fees, site preparation and demo- 
lition in that estimate, and also it noted 
there probably would be about a 12 per 
cent increase in construction costs dur- 
ing the 12 months following the July, 
1973. release of the report.

Hiring oversight becomes policy

The City Council Board of Public 


Works Tuesday voted to uphold the de- 
letion of one of its statutes requiring 
contractors doing work for the city of 
Appleton to hire local people. 


The omission of the provision of the 


board of public works statutes was 
brought to the attention of the board by 
the Fox River Valley Building Trades 
Council, which in a letter demanded to 
know why and how the section was de- 
leted. The council also requested a 
reinstatement of the section. 


Supporters of the measure, including 


Aid. William Errington (15th), said the 
section was necessary to give local resi- 
dents priority in the hiring of people 
for city projects. 


The section in question reads: "the 


contractor hereby agrees that, if avail- 
able, all workers and unskilled help 
employed by him in the performance of 
his contract shall have been bona fide 
legal residents of the city for a period 
of at least three months immediately 
preceding the date of said employ- 
ment. Every employe who is required 
to be a resident of the city at the time 
of his employment shall continue his 
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residence in the city during the entire 
time of his employment on said con- 
tract." 


Opponents of the meausure argued 


that the section is unnecessarily re- 
strictive, that it violated the consti- 
tutional guarantees against the free 
movement of people and that contrac- 
tors usually try to utilize as many local 
workers as possible to cut down on 
cost. Hence the section was unneces- 
sary, they pointed out. 


Errington countered that by not mak- 


ing this section a part of contracts, the 
city was depriving itself of tax revenue 
and was jeopardizing its own residents 
in period of high unemployment. 


Two representatives from the Build- 


ing Trades Council said the measure 
was necessary to give local union mem- 
bers preference in employment. They 
said the council invoked the statute in 
1972 against a contractor from Men- 
omonee Falls who wanted to bring in 
workers from outside the city. 


The basic question as to how and 


when the section was deleted was not 
answered during Tuesday's meeting. 
Errington demanded to know how this 
deletion could have taken place without 
the approval of the City Council. 


But Robert Miller, director of public 


works, said today it is "entirely within 
the prerogative of the department of 
public works to draft the plans and 
specifications of city building con- 


tracts." 


He said the section was omitted 


through a clerical oversight in 1970. 
The omission was not discovered until 
two years later, at which time, he said, 
the department decided it should re- 
main deleted "since it was serving no 
useful purpose." 


He could not recall the section's 


being invoked in 1972 as the Building 
Trades Council had contended. "The 
last contract that contained this lan- 
guage was in 1969," Miller said. 


In restrospect, Miller said he would 


question the wisdom of the depart- 
ment's action since the section does 
have implications of a political nature 
that involve community interest. 


A number of opponents of the mea- 


sure said the section, however well in- 
tended, would prove to be highly re- 
strictive to contractors in situations of 
competitive bidding. 


Besides, it was pointed out that local 


unions already have some provisions 
requiring the hiring of local workers 
doing work with the city. No purpose 
would be served in making it more re- 
strictive, one spokesman said. 


The deletion was upheld by a 5 to 3 


vote. 


FVTI board backs yearlong plan

The final report of the year-round 


educational program, with a mandate 
to implement it as soon as possible in 
each of the departments at Fox Valley 
Technical Institute, was adopted

mittee working on the 48-week plan, 
gave the report which just about wraps 
up the yearlong effort.

"The old calendar assumes that the 


student and teacher generally benefit 
from the long summer stretch; that 
nine months is ample time in which to 
achieve desire competency," 
Span- 


bauer explained. 


Studies done by the committee, 


which included teachers, board mem- 
bers and administrative personnel, in- 


dicated that students entering the vo- 
cational-technical field are anxious to 
complete their studies quickly and en- 
ter the labor market as soon as pos- 
sible. 
"There's no doubt of this, because 


wherever we have had the year-round 
concept, we have had a waiting list 
running, in some cases, in the hun- 
dreds," Spanbauer said. 


He was referring to such programs 


as practical nursing, where the classes 
are filled a year and a half in advance; 
truck riving, which operates day and 
evening, electronic servicing, . diesel 
mechanics and restaurant and hotel 
cookery, the two newest programs, 
which have already met with a great 
deal of success because of the opportu- 
nity to enter and exit the course at just 
about any time during the year. 


One of the biggest advantages of such 


a program, which would allow students 
to enter a course during the 48-week 
period, is that they don't have to com- 
pete in the job market at the traditional 
times of June and January when every- 


one else is looking for a job as well, it 
was pointed out. 


"We have requests for trained people 


throughout the year from businesses 
and firms. In this way, we could fill 
them throughout the year," stated Di- 
rector William Sirek, pointing out one 
of the prime reasons for the support 
the committee has received from ad- 
ministration, board and advisory com- 
mittees, consisting of people in indus- 
try. 


Other advantages listed by the com- 


mittee: 


— Students would have time to take 


enrichment courses. 


— Students would have to experience 


no delay between high school gradu- 
ation and FVTI. 


— Maximum use of costly facilities 


and equipment would be achieved. 


— Instructors would have year-round 


employment, eliminating, in some 
cases, the search for summer employ- 
ment and moonlighting. 


— Continuity of the program could be 


better maintained. 


How will shredder be run? 
Outagamie unable to decide

The political in-fighting over who will 


control the operation of the Outagamie 
County solid waste shredder continued 
Tuesday night to overshadow the ques- 
tion of having the facility staffed for 
when it's ready for operation. 


Members of the zoning, personnel 


and highway committees argued for 90 
minutes'without reaching any agree- 
ment on how the shredder staff would 
be organized and directed. 


The personnel committee is advertis- 


ing to hire an "operator-manager" for 
the facility, the only position approved 
so far by the county board. 


The resolution authorizing that hir- 


ing, passed by the board in June, also 
sets up the solid waste management 
program as a separate department, a 
point that now appears to be the central 
issue. 


A new resolution introduced this 


month would repeal the shredder's de- 


partment status and provide for a full 
staffing arrangement. That resolution 
was referred to the highway committee 
for revision. 


If the shredder was set up as a sepa- 


rate department, the plant manager 
would become an appointee of County 
Executive Alvin Woehler. If the plant 
was put under the jurisdiction of the 
highway committee, as a number of su- 
pervisors have argued, the highway 
commissioner would be in charge and 
the plant manager would be under him. 


In the only formal action, a motion by 


Supv. Eugene Kloes to put the shredder 
under the highway committee until No- 
vember, when a permanent arrange- 
ment would be made, lost 8-4 in a vote 
among the three committees. 


The four members of the zoning com- 


mittee present were unanimously 
against the motion and were joined by 
two members of the personnel com- 
mittee and two from the highway com- 
mittee. 


Just before Kloes' motion, County 


Board Chairman Eugene Higgins had 
urged the committees to recommend 
the highway department 
"It's gone as far as it can in the zoning 
committee," he said. "For a three- to 
six-month period it should go to an ad- 
ministrative department." 


Members of the zoning committee ex- 


pressed concern over the attitude of 
Highway Commissioner Clarence 
Brownson.

No matter how history ultimately 


judges President Nixon as a foreign 
policymaker or as a political leader, 
his place in U.S. economic history is al- 
ready clear. The Nixon years will go 
into the books as the most disastrous of 
this century to date, with the possible 
exception of the catastrophic depress- 
ion of the '30s. 


Not ever has inflation raged with 


such violence and for so long as since 
Nixon entered the White House in 1969. 


Not ever have interest rates sky- 


rocketed to such devastating levels and 
with such minor constructive impact. 


Investors lost own money 


The stock market has been a disaster 


area during this Republican adminis- 
tration. Countless millions of investors 
have taken a bloodbath—and the onlv 


reason there hasn't been a panic is be- 
cause they have been investors using 
and losing their own cash rather than 
speculators using borrowed money. The 
forced mergers, takeovers and bank- 
ruptcies among financial houses in re- 
cent years may be nothing compared to 
the cleanout that lies ahead. Certainly, 
the shrunken Wall Street that will 
come out of this debacle will bear little 
resemblance to the booming Wall 
Street which danced at Nixon's first 
inaugural balls in 1969. 


The bond markets have been a rav- 


aged area too. Uncounted numbers of 
investors in these markets also have 
taken bloodbaths as interest rates on 
new securities have soared and thereby 
steadily depressed the prices of out- 
standing fixed-income securities sold to 


Reserve Board has sent the 


banks an unmistakable warning: "Ei- 
ther stop making inflationary loans at 
this furious pace or sell the securities 
you own at such horrendous losses to 
get the loan funds, for the Federal Re- 
serve will not supply you with the extra 
credit." If some banks take the losses 
they have, they'll be in terrible 
trouble; if some businesses can't get 
loans, they'll be in terrible trouble. 
This is shaking up a different sort of 
"credit crunch" than in 1966 or in 1970, 
but that doesn't make it any less fright- 
ening, any less eerie. 


Hard to build houses 


Housing is in a depression. With 


mortgage money so restricted and so 
expensive, it's hard to build houses or 
sell houses or buy houses. Yet, the con- 
struction workers are winning wage 
contracts that are terrifyingly infla- 
tionary. 


The automobile industry is in dread- 


ful shape, and while the auto giants 
keep raising prices, that's no guaran- 
tee the public will accept the prices and 


Only overall unemployment has been 


kept under control —but there's ?. real 
question about how long this will be so 
if the squeeze on credit really begins to 
work in earnest in today's exceedingly 
queasy economy. 


What's more, if all the industrialized 


nations adopt strong anti-inflation pol- 
icies without synchronizing them, the 
mounting talk of global depression 
won't be just chit-chat. 


Of course, it's obviously ridiculous to 


blame it all on Nixon! There were 
many forces in the inflation explosion 
of 1973 beyond the control of this coun- 
try. 


Among those forces were: the bad 


weather, droughts and crop failures of 
1972-73 which led to the food price spi- 
ral; the Arab boycott, spiraling energy 
prices and the grandiose entrance of 
the Arab nations into global politics, 
the awesome coincidence of booms 
around the world in 1973 superimposed 
on our own boom and the subsequent 
huge demands for our foods and goods. 


Some of White House errors 


But there were also many forces the

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White House could have controlled. For 
instance, the administration shockingly 
underestimated the impact of our for- 
eign sales of foodstuffs, most notably 
the sale of wheat to Russia; it also 
dreadfully misunderstood the impact of 
our successive devaluations of the dol- 
lar which vastly stimulated our agri- 
cultural exports; it even to this day has 
continued to pursue inflationary fiscal 
policies while paying lip-service to 
anti-inflation policies.

any promise of leadership. 
Finger- 


shaking from weak second-or third- 
echelon administration spokesmen is 
hardly the same as leadership. 


My fundamental optimism about my 


country cannot be killed, nor will I give 
up my deep belief in -the theory that 
when nearly everybody else is bearish, 
it's time to become bullish. But I'll ad- 
mit it publicly: it's getting awfully, 
awfully lonely out here.

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House Impeachment inquiry drawing to close 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


Judiciary Committee is preparing to 
take the last testimony in its impeach- 
ment inquiry and then turn to drawing 
up proposed articles of impeachment. 


At least six articles, the chief one 


charging obstruction of Justice in con- 
nection with the Watergate cover-up, 
are reported to be drafted and ready 
for presentation to the committee in se- 
cret briefing sessions Thursday and 
Friday. 


The questioning today of Herbert W. 


Kalmbach, President Nixon's former 
personal lawyer, completes a 10-week 
examination by the committee into a 
wide range of actions by the President 
and his close associates. 


Following Kalmbach's testimony 


White House Counsel James D. St. 
Clair will be given an opportunity to 


sum up the case against impeachment 
and the stage will then be set for the fi- 
nal act in the committee's historic pro- 
ceedings. 


In a related development, :he chair- 


man of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, Robert S. Strauss, said in an in- 
terview, he would be "terribly 
surprised and shocked" if the com- 
mittee and full House did not vote to 
impeach Nixon. He said he had reached 
this decision over the weekend after 
studying the transcripts and other evi- 
dence released by the committee. 


Strauss said he has not discussed im- 


peachment with the House leadership. 


In an interview with Rabbi Baruch 


Korff. a Nixon supporter from Provi- 
dence, R. I., Nixon described Water- 
gate as the "thinnest scandal in Ameri- 
can historv" and said that if the 


charges against him were true "I 
wouldn't serve fo; 
% one minute." 


Korff is chairman of the National 


Citizens' Committee for Fairness to the 
Presidency, Inc. The interview was 
published today in a paperback book 
called "The Personal Nixon: Staying 
on the Summit."

Travel costs get Ford aide attention 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Top aides of 


Vice President Gerald R. Ford, review- 
ing the mounting expenses of his cross- 
country travels, have decided the Re- 
publican National Committee has been 
paying more of the cost than is fair. 


From now on, they say, the GOP will 


only pick up the tab for that portion of 
a trip directly related to politics. In the 
past, the party has paid for all of any 
trip that included a political appear- 
ance. 


When Ford flew last month to the Air 


Force Academy in Colorado Springs. 
Colo., then stopped at a GOP fundrai- 
ser in Columbus, Ohio, on the way 
home, the party paid for the whole 
thing, the aides say. 


Ford's basic policy is that the gov- 


ernment pays for official trips, 
speeches to organizations, dedications 
of hospitals or dams and speeches to 
legislatures. The party pays for politi- 
cal trips and picks up the tab for his 
staff on resi stops. 


An examination of Ford's bills and 


receipts, made available to The Associ- 
ated Press by press secretary Paul Mil- 
tich, confirms that the GOP committee 
has picked up thousands of dollars in 


costs over the past few months beyond 
those from strictly political ventures. 


"The basic rule was that, if any stop 


on a trip was political, the trip was po- 
litical," says L. William Seidman, 
Ford's assistant for management. "We 
wanted to make sure the government 
didn't pay for anything political." 


But Seidman, who has been in charge 


of making Ford's vice presidential op- 
eration more efficient, discovered that 
the national committee *vas often pay- 
ing the cost, but not getting any reim- 
bursement. 


In a five-day mid-May trip to Hawaii, 


the committee paid the entire $-50,860 
cost of a presidential jet on a trip that 
included six appearances, two political, 
in Honolulu; two vacation days on the 
island of Hawaii (where Ford paid for 
his room); and two political appear- 
ances in Tacoma, Wash. 


Each of the dozen traveling newsmen 


paid the standard first-class fare, S874. 
However, the $10,000 that was collected 
went to the Treasury, rather than to 
reimburse a portion of the $40,000 paid 
by the Republicans. 


Two days later, Ford went to New 


York to be honored as "Father of the 
Year," then spoke at Republican ral- 
lies in Wilmington, Del., on his way- 
back to Washington. 


The committee paid the entire cost of 


the plane, $1,277, plus $99 in incidental 
expenses. The $103 paid by each re- 
porter went to the Treasury. 


Under the revised system, the Re- 


publicans would have paid the round- 
trip cost from Washington to Wilming- 
ton, 
and the government would have 


paid the rest. The money received from 
the reporters would be divided.

Sadat says 
liner attack 
ordered 


LONDON (AP) — Egyptian Presi- 


dent Anwar Sadat says only his elev- 
enth-hour intervention last year pre- 
vented an Egyptian submarine from 
torpedoing the Queen Elizabeth 2 while 
it was carrying hundreds of American 
Jews to Israel's 23th anniversary cele- 
bration in April 1973. 


In a taped BBC television interview 


broadcast on Tuesday night, Sadat said 
another "Arab leader" had ordered the 
Egyptian sub to attack the British lux- 
ury- liner. 


"I was told at 1:30 in the morning 


about this," he said. "I had to be 
awake until 3:30 a.m. to give another 
order to my captain to cancel this order 
and to come to join his base in Alexan- 
dria." 


Lord Chalfant. who conducted the in- 


terview, said that even off camera Sa- 
dat did not identify the Arab who or- 
dered the attack. 


Sadat did not say how another Arab 


leader was able to issue a command to 
an Egyptian submarine. The QE2 was 
carrying 590 Jews to Israel, most of 
them wealthy Americans. 


Sadat was discussing his objections 


to the extremism of Palestinian guer- 
rilla organizations. 


"The Palestinians are trying to make 


the world realize their plight, their sor- 
rowful situation," Sadat said. "I don't 
agree with these things they do, and I 
thought the killing of so many innocent 
civilians on board that ship would have 
been terrible."

Westmoreland loses in GOP election 
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COLUMBIA, S.C. (AP) - 
Former 


Army Chief of Staff William C. West- 
moreland's bid for the Republican gu- 
bernatorial nomination has ended in a 
crushing defeat for the retired four- 
star general. 


Dr. James B. Edwards, a Charleston 


dentist serving his first term as a state 
senator, was a runaway winner for the 
GOP nomination in Tuesday's primary 
election. 


The Democratic nomination will be 


decided in a July 30 runoff between 
Charles "Pug" Ravenel, a 37-year-old 
investment banker from Charleston, 
and Rep. W.J. Bryan Dorn. the two top 
finishers in a seven-man Democratic 
race. 


Democratic Gov. John C. West was 


limited by law to one four-year term. 


Edwards, 47, swept easily by the 60- 


year-old Westmoreland, former com- 
mander of American forces in Viet- 
nam, by rolling up a 9-1 margin in his 
home county and running close behind 
Westmoreland in other areas of this 
traditionally Democratic stale. 


Political 'observers said neither the 


Vietnam War nor the Watergate scan- 
dals affected the outcome of the first 
statewide Republican primary in South 
Carolina history. 


They attributed the results to a small 


GOP turnout and the fact that many 
long-time Republicans, especially in 
Charleston County, voted for Edwards, 
who has worked for his party during 
the past 10 years. Westmoreland had 
returned to his native South Carolina 
only two years ago. 


In previous years, the GOP had nom- 


inated its gubernatorial candidate in 
convention,. 


A surprise loser in the Democratic 


primary was Lt. Gov. Earle E. Morris, 
who had climbed the political ladder 
from the state House of Representa- 
tives, to the state Senate and to lieuten- 
ant governor. 


In the Republican gubernatorial pri- 


mary, with 1,316 of 1,640 precincts re- 
porting, the vote was Edwards 19,468 
and Westmoreland 13,885. 


In the Democratic gubernatorial 


race, with 1,281 of 1,640 precincts in, 
the vote was Ravenel 74,163; Dorn 
73,212; Morris 55.832; Eugene "Nick" 
Zeigler, a former state senator, 8,747; 
Maurice Bessinger, a Columbia restau- 
rant owner, 5,748; John Bolt Culbert- 
son, a Greenville attorney, 2,813; and 
J. Milton Dukes, an ordained Baptist 
minister, 1,735. 


Sen. Ernest F. Rollings was unop- 


posed in the Democratic primary and 


will face Charleston housewife Gwe- 
nyfred Bush in the general election. 
Mrs. Bush was also unopposed in the 
primary. 


There were contests in only three of 


the state's six congressional districts, 
all for the Democratic nominations. 


In the 2nd District, Matthew J. Perry 


of Columbia won the right to take on 
Republican Rep. Floyd D. Spence in 
November. 


In the 3rd, Republican Marshall J. 


Parker of Seneca and Democrat Puller 
Derrick were nominated for the seat 
being vacated by Dorn. 


And in the 5th, where Democratic 


Rep. Thomas S. Gettys is retiring after 
10 years. Republican's. Len Phillips of 
Lancaster will face the winner of a July 
30 runoff between Democrats Kenneth 
Holland of Camden and Frank L.

mat for mortgage shopper. 


"Home mortgages are very tight 


right now. We're virtually out of the 
home loan market," said Tom Lock- 
wood, president of University Federal 
Savings & Loan of Seattle. 


"It's probably the worst money mar- 


ket ever."'said Philip E. McGee, real 
estate loan officer for First National 
Bank of Chicago. 


A mortgage loan officer at the Na- 


tional Shawmut Bank of Boston said, 
"We're out of funds and I think most of 
the savings banks are, too. 1 don't know 
of any offhand that are lending." 


And in Dallas, the mortgage money 


situation is described by a local banker 
as "very, very tight." 


With "little mortgage money at hand, 


the single dwelling home building busi- 
ness faces problem^. Sheldon Gold- 
stein, president of Bon Aire industries 
which builds in New York's suburban 
Orange and Rockland counties, said his 
firm hasn't built a one-family house in 
at least four months. "Nineteen sev- 
enty-four is gone for our industry." he 
said, "and we're worried about 1975 if 
money stays tight." 


Shortages of building materials and 


skyrocketing material prices have dog- 
ged the industry and driven the price 
of the average home beyond reach of 
many. The median price of a new 
American home now is $41,000. Last 
year, it was $32,000, and in 1970, 
$23.400. 


"My carpenter recently couldn't even 


find nails," said Anthony Vitetta, vice 
president 
of home construction for 


Presidential Realty Corp. in Annapolis. 
Md. Other builders across the country 
report spot shortages and soaring 
prices in steel, brick, resilient flooring, 
carpeting, paving, and insulating ma- 
terials. 


Material costs and shortages 
are 


named the number one problem for 
home builders in a recent survey by the 
National Association of Home builders. 
The problem had never been mentioned 
before in 25 years of such surveys. 


A further consequence of soaring 


home prices has been the sharp curtail- 
ment of Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration mortgage and housing start ac- 
tivity. An FHA spokesman said one 
reason the agency currently is on the 
sidelines as the law only permits it to 
insure mortgages up to $33,000. With 
the average home costing $41.000. that 
puts the FHA largely out of the picture.

Pap test is important 
'ounce of prevention' 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My friend and I 


both had hysterectomies. I had cancer 
of the cervix and she did not. My gy- 
necologist said I must have a Pap 
smear at least once a year. Her family 
doctor told her. "Absolutely not; there 
is nothing left to take a Pap smear 
from." 


Will you clear this up for us? Her 


doctor said she would only be wasting 
her money. Is this true? — H.V. 


There are almost as many disputes 


about this as there are about "health 
foods." 


But at least there's no argument 


about the value of the Pap smear for 
ordinary use 


The basis of the test is simply this: 


The cervix, or neck or opening of the 
uterus, is the second most frequent 
area in which women develop cancer. 
So the late Dr. George Papanicolaou, 
recognizing that the cervix was readily 
available for medical examination, de- 
vised the Pap test. A "smear" is taken 
from the cervix and examined under a 
microscope. Cancer cells, if present, 
can be detected long before any other 
sign of cancer becomes apparent. It 
saves lives! 


The arguments begin after the cervix 


has been removed (as in a hys- 
terectomy). For the woman (such as 
you) who had cancer, the Pap test is 
decidedly a wise precaution. Frag- 
ments of tissue could have been left 


and could contain malignant cells (can- 
cer). The Pap smear is designed to de- 
tect that. 
As to your friend who did not have 


cancer, the Pap test is still of value. As 
part of a pelvic examination, it can pro- 
vide information concerning other 
health factors — changes in hormonal 
level among them It is not an expen- 
sive procedure. You asked my opinion 
and my opinion is that it is not a waste 
of money. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Your statement 


that "each beer contains about the 
same amount of alcohol as a shot glass 
of whisky" has been the subject of 
much controversy among our friends. 
We don't understand how. Please ex- 
plain. — Mrs. G.C. 


Tell your friends to get out a pencil 


and paper and figure it out for them- 
selves. Take a one-ounce shot glass of 
whisky at, say, 86 proof. That "86 
proof" means 43 per cent alcohol. So 
the shot glass contains .43 of an ounce 
of alcohol. 


Now take a 12-ounce bottle of beer. 


While the alcoholic content of different 
types of beer and ale will vary, 4 per 
cent is a fair figure to use. At 4 per 
cent, a 12-ounce bottle of beer will con- 
tain .48 of an ounce of alcohol. 


Granted, not all beer bottles are the 


same capacity, and not all shot glasses 
are the same size. But it works out to 
just about what I said. 


To be sure, people don't usually down

UW gets poor grade for progress 
in employment practices of women 
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MADISON. Wis. (AP) - The Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin has shown little prog- 
ress in the hiring of women, according 
to affirmative action official Marian 
Swoboda. 


Mrs. Swoboda, in a report to the 


Board of Regents, said hiring practices 
have not improved in most cases, and 
in some instances have worsened in the 
last several years. 


Her report, covering the fiscal year 


that ended June 30, was accepted by 
the regents last week It recommends 
the setting of numerical hiring goals in 
areas where women are under-repre- 
sented. 


"I do anticipate better progress in 


this coming year, and added progress 
beyond that in the next biennmm," the 
university official said in an interview 


today. 


"Progress has been slow to date, but 


the program is also new. It's a long 
educational process to change proce- 
dures and policies I feel the commit- 
ment is there but it has yet to be trans- 
lated to action." 


Mrs. Swoboda's report calls for a re- 


porting system that will relect accurate 
counts of female employment, and a 
strengthening of the monitoring proce- 
dure "to assure that good faith efforts 
are being applied." 


It said that women hold 7.4 per cent 


of the full professor positions in the 
system, a decease of about 1 per cent 
from last year. 


She said that based on the number of 


doctorates women have received in the 
past 30 years, they should hold about 12 
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per cent ot the full professorships. 


A total of 15 2 per cent of the associ- 


ate professors and 18.2 per cent of the 
assistant professors are women, the re- 
port said, a 1 per cent increase. Of the 
instructors in the system, 38.3 per cent 
are women, which Mrs. Swoboda said 
was unchanged 


The report showed that UWStout has 


the highest level of women as full pro- 
fessors, 16.9 per cent, compared with a 
low of 5 per cent on the Madison 
campus. 


The proportion of female associate 


professors ranges from 22.1 per cent at 
Oshkosh to 3 per cent at Parkside. 
Among assistant professors, the range 
is between 24.7 per cent on the Mil- 
waukee campus to 11.1 per cent at 
Green Bay. 


Mrs. Swoboda asserted that tradi- 


tional concentrations of women in 
lower ranks has not changed. 


"If present promotional patterns per- 


sist women will continue to fall be- 
hind," she said. 


Mrs. Swoboda had harsh words for 


affirmative action hiring on the Madi- 
son campus, accusing it of "statistical 
game playing." She said Madison 
campus officials were lumping statis- 
tics on the number of women hired in 
fields where they are traditionally em- 
ployed with those in areas of under- 
representation. 


She said that in cases where goals of 


hiring women are set at a percentage of 
all hiring, the university often hires a 
man. 


She said that in a number of areas 


where women are underrepresented 
but available for recruitment, the 
Madison campus filled 98 positions last 
year Of these, 10 went to women, and 
five of them were promotions rather 
than new hinngs. 


Mrs Swoboda said that while jobs 


may have been offered to women who 
turned them down, "this is such a con- 
sistency of pattern, it seems to me that 


this could not be the case m all these 
instances." 


Mrs. Swoboda said that in cases 


where only one person is to be hired in 
a field where women are under-repre- 
sented, there should be a goal of giving 
that job to a woman. 


Cyrena Pondrom, affirmative action 


officer for the Madison campus, took 
issue with the criticism in a letter to 
UW Vice President Donald Percy. 


She said that setting numerical goals 


for hiring does not take into account 
the availability of women for recruit- 
ment. 


"It treats failure to hire women in 


the French department with a 44.1 per 
cent availability and failure to hire 
women in agronomy with 0.7 per cent 
as equivalent actions," she said. 


The report also touched on salary 


gaps between men and women. It said 
that while the gaps are closing in the 
system, they "vary considerably" in 
individual units 


It said that at Eau Claire. Madison, 


Milwaukee, Platteville and Superior, 
women's average salaries were bc!ov. 
those of men for both 1972-73 and 1973-

It was a blazing hot day in July even at 9 o'clock in the morning 


both inside and outside Freedom Elementary School. But that didn't 
keep 74 members of Outagamie County 4-H clubs from arriving on 
schedule for their big moment in their Foods and Nutrition project 
of the year — the annual Favorite Foods Revue. They came from all 
directions in the county, some from over the county line so long as 
their membership was in an Outagamie club. They came complete 
with card tables, centerpieces, table linens, tableware, a menu care- 
fully worked out, supposedly the proper dishes and table setting 
and, most important, a prepared food from that menu. In many 
cases, family, friends and neighbors arrived with them to take their 
places on the bleacher seats set up on one side of the school gym- 
nasium. 


The arrangement was a clever one, set up by Extension 4-H 


Agent Barbara Halpin and her 4-H leader assistants. Several classifi- 
cations of foods, table settings and menus had to be judged be- 
tween 9 a.m. and noon; each of the participants had to be inter- 
viewed. The program moved right along with no seeming lull and 
all the usual problems solved on the spot. It was all planned with 
timetable precision with the floor space divided into three groups. 
Within each group, young people set up their individual tables ac- 
cording to a specified time; each person set her or his (since boys 
are in this program as well as girls) table, placed the dishes and ta- 
bleware properly, put the food he or she prepared in the proper 
dish and sat down to wait for one of the judges. When it was all 
over and both judges had given brief speeches, presented the rib- 
bons, this group packed up their belongings, took them away to 
make room for the next batch of exhibitors. 


The judges, Mrs. Judith Pentz, Appleton, and Mrs. Arlene Unertl, 


Waupaca, were kept busy. They not only judged the food prepared 
and considered the table setting in terms of originality and proper 
choice with the menu, but studied each menu for its nutritional val- 
ues and considered each recipe for clarity of presentation. Then, 
when this was done, the judge interviewed each exhibitor to deter- 
mine how well he or she had progressed in her particular project 
level. 


The program is fun for those interested in it, but it's also a 


serious project divided into five progressive units of learning. It also 
is a do-it-yourself sort of program with leaders ready to help and di- 
rect, but in 4-H work, each member accomplishes his and her own 
personal goals. 


The high point of last week's revue, of course, was the awarding 


of ribbons with the coveted blue ribbon the tops. Blue ribbon win- 
ners — there are 29 of them — currently are exhibiting their foods 
and table settings at Outagamie County Fair in the Youth Building.

ROME (AP) - Dr. Zhivago and Snow 


White came face to face as designers 
Franco and Martieri kicked off the 
autumn-winter Italian couture collec- 
tions, first stop on the European fash- 
ion-go-round. 


The two designers provided a stark 


study in contrasts Sunday night, with 
Franco promoting a "refined, classical" 
look and Martieri reviving the Russian 
look popular in the middle 60s. 


Both, however, thumbed their noses at 


Italy's current economic crisis. They 
featured luxurious fur-trimmed styles 
demanding yards of material and costly 
fabrics, especially silk and chiffon.

creations for day wear, with dashes of 
red and gray. For evening, white was 
dominant, closely followed by that old 
black magic.

The most 
popular one was in sand color, with 
straight, slim pants without cuffs and a 
cape-sleeved jacket with fur on the up- 
per seam from should to wrist. The out- 
fit was topped with a beak-peaked cap 
fitting tightly into the nape of the neck. 


For Martieri's cossacks it was fur with 


everything — heavy, belted coats, 
frog-buttoned suits and large, circular 
hats.

and curly boas galore.

FISH CREEK - "That Champion- 


ship Season." the tough-minded, foul- 
mouthed look ?t a world where even 
trophies lose their polish 'opened 
Tuesday night at the Peninsula Play- 
ers' Theater in a Garden. 


The Jason Miller play brings to- 


gether for a reunion four members of 
the 1954 Pennsylvania high school bas- 
ketball championsihip team and their 
coach. 


They were golden people, these boys 


of 20 summers ago. They worked a mir- 
acle, brought a championship trophy to 
a defeated and discouraged town. And, 
for a variety of reasons, that champion- 
ship season had been the high point in 
the life of each. 


Now they are back together: 
— Tom Daley (Joe Bell), a booze-rid- 


den failure whose cynicism colors his 
life, his relations with others and the 
very words he speaks. 


— George Silkowski (Dennis Ken- 


nedy), the corrupt and cuckolded 
mayor of a backwater town. 


— James Daley (Thomas Callaway), 


a frustrated and exhausted 38-year-old 
who has been the first to see his early 
dreams fall apart. 


— Phil Romano (Norman Rice), a 


rich, bored playboy still seeking what- 
ever thrills mrght happen his way. 


They were held together as athletes 


by their coach (Douglas Aleman), and 


it is in his aging and faded self, an -ef- 
fective set by Frederick W. Fisher, that 
they gather now to sing the old songs, 
relive the old memories and fight the 
dragon of today. 


The chief dragon is the impending 


re-election campaign of Silkowski, the 
mayor. It hinges on a donation from 
Phil. But there is an obstacle: Phil has 
been sleeping with the mayor's wife. 


That sets the stage for a series of 


philosophical and psyche-baring solos 
by the cast members on how life had 
done them wrong — and for a pep talk 
forom Coach on the glories of pride, 
sticking together and being your own 
man. 


The characters are haunted by the 


absence of one team member — a man 
who made an early commitment to 
truth which now nags at his former 
coach and teammates. 


Individual performances in the show, 


directed effectively by Joe Bell, were 
often good — but there was trouble get- 
ting all the gears to mesh. The play re- 
quires tenacity, tension and immediate 
reaction, and the version staged here 
Tuesday lost some of its impact in the 
pauses and lapses. 


The opening night show was sparsely 


attended. And. in truth. "That Cham- 
pionship Season." is a play which will 
turn off a lot of potential audience 
members. 


First, it shows us the failed dreams 


we are akin to and destroys the myths 


— as one characeter points out — that 
we allow around those who once in- 
spired us. 


Second, the language is often enough 


to make a mule skinner blush. The 
show is advertised as not recom- 
mended for children, and you might 
widen that to include a lot of mature 
adults. 


Third, there is ground for suspicion 


that much of what playwright Jason 
Miller has produced is a collection of 
cliches — that the charcacters alterna- 
tely quaff beer and belch platitudes, to 


steal a line from Mencken. 


But credit the Peninsula Players for 


the courage to be different — and in so 
doing to expose a lot of the "champion- 
ship" attitudes and prejudices too often 
buried in locker rooms. 


Give credit, too. to the versatile tal- 


ent of Jason Miller, the man who wrote 
the play but who is better known for 
playing Father Karas in "The Exorc- 
ist." 


"That Championship Season" will be 


repeated through Sunday, with curtain 
at 8:30 p.m. through Saturday and 7:30 
p.m. Sunday.

NEW YORK (AP) - ABC News' fine 


"Close-Up" series takes a badly-needed 
look tonight at a question we rarely 
hear much about - the adequacy of the 
health care this wealthy nation pro- 
vides the children of its poor. 


The one-hour show, which concludes 


that such care is woefully lacking, de- 
serves an "A" for intent. Alas, it also 
deserves a "D" for execution in its at- 
tempt at telling a compelling, difficult 
story. 


It is over-written, dispassionate to a 


fault and weighed down by various 
studies that have all the right figures, 
all the strong conclusions and none of 
the impact television can and should 
provide. 


"This is a program about a stark, 


painful reality," narrator Herb Kaplow 
observes in the show. "It's about fami- 
lies who find it difficult or impossible 
to pay for medical care for their chil- 
dren. And so it's about inadequate care 
or no care at all." 


Moments earlier, an impoverished 


Appalachian mother has recounted how 
a doctor at a hospital emergency room 
turned away her seriously ill son be- 
cause she couldn't immediately pay for 
the boy's hospitalization. 


She says when she told the physician 


she lacked both cash and medical in- 
surance, the doctor told her: "Well, 
just take him home and give him some 
aspirin." 


This is intended to be the reality of 


which Kaplow speaks, but nowhere do 
we learn any details — the type of in- 
surance she meant, the nature of her 
son's illness, or even the name of the 
doctor and what he might have to say 
in his own defense.

It seems to typify a basic flaw in the 


show, a reluctance to stray from easily 
researched statistics for "detailed sto"- 
nes of children who need and aren't 
getting adequate health care. 


There are several heartbreaking in- 


terviews with such children and their 
parents, but no specific follow-ups, no 
grillings of the officials directly re- 
sponsible for seeing that the kids are 
helped. 


The show does query Caspar W. 


Weinberger, Secretary of Health. Edu- 
cation and Welfare, on one key ques- 
tion: Why hasn't HEW made all states 
comply with a federal program calling 
for regular medical screening and 
treatment of children eligible for Medi- 
caid assistance? 


But the result is inconclusive. 
Weinberger contends that until Con- 


gress acted this year, HEW had "no 
authority to withhold 
(Medicaid) 


funds" from states failing to comply 
with those provisions for child health 
care. 


The show in turn contends the Medic- 


aid law, enacted in 1965, gave that 
power to HEW right from the start. 
And there the matter rests, without 
further debate on which side is correct. 


Well' maybe it'll be taken up in an- 


other "Close-Up" on child health care. 
If a second try is decreed, we hope the 
show contains far more of the human 
side of the story and far less of the sta- 
tistical. 


Tonight's effort is thought-provoking 


enough, but its overall impact is too 
feeble. It offers a murmur where a 
shout is needed.

Draw battle lines for 
NFL Hall of Fame tilt 


By The Associated Press 


The battle lines have been drawn. 


The date is July 27, the site Canton, 
Ohio. 


That is when the annual Hall of Fame 


Game will be played between the St. 
Louis Cardinals and Buffalo Bills, and 
that is when a major confrontation will 
take place between the striking Na- 
tional Football League Players Associ- 
ation and the club owners. 


Meanwhile, there were indications 


Tuesday from both sides that negotia- 
tions might be resumed later this 
week, and the first major rift in the 
striking NFLPA's facade appeared at 
the camp of the Cincinnati Bengals. 


The NFL Management Council, bar- 


gaining agent for the 26 club owners, 
reaffirmed Tuesday that all exhibition 
games will be played—even if that 
means lineups composed of rookies, 
free agents and the handful of veterans 
who have crossed picket lines. 


And the first of those exhibition 


games in the Hall of Fame contest at 
Canton. 


The NFLPA has said that it would 


take steps to see that the exhibition 
games are not played until a settlement 
in the dispute is reached. That presum- 
ably means a picket line of veterans. 


The Canton game is the only one still 


scheduled for the opening week of exhi- 
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Packer veterans' 
unity runs deep 


GREEN BAY - The unity among the 


Green Bay Packer veterans during the 
present National Football League play- 
ers' strike, apparently, runs deeper 
than the 10 to 15 players, who have 
been regularly manning the picket 
lines. 


Ken Bowman, the team's player rep- 


resentative, has said no veterans are 
expected to cross the picket line and 
that historically the Packers have been 
a strong union team. 


There is no doubt, the regulars work- 


ing here on behalf of the strike — most 
of whom are off-season residents of 
Green Bay — are a strong and unified 
group. And the same apparently holds 
true for the non-activists, residing 
around the country, although there 
may be some dissidents. 


"No, I'm not going to picket," cor- 


nerback Ken Ellis said. "But I'm be- 
hind the association 100 per cent. I'm 
for the association and everything they 
can get." Ellis said he wasn't going to 
picket because he didn't want to give 


-up his off-season job with the Baton 
"Rouge, La., police department until the 


strike is settled. 


One of Ellis' counterparts in the de- 


fensive secondary. Al Matthews said, 
"I'm in favor of all 63 of the demands 
100 per cent." 


Green Bay native Bob Kroll. who 


spent the off-season in Florida, said he 
would return here within a week to join 
the picket lines. "I'm all for it." Kroll 
said. 


He added the demand he is most ea- 


ger to see met is the one that would re- 
quire the owners as well as the players 
to honor individual contracts. During 
his rookie year. Kroll had an experi- 
ence where he was cut a couple of 
games into the regular season. For- 
tunately for him another player was in- 
jured and he was almost immediately 
reassigned. But he said had he not 
been, the Packers would not have had 
to honor his contract. Yet, he pointed 
out, 
he is bound to his contract until a 


year after i. expires because of the op- 
tion clause. 


"I've got to stick with them," he said 


in reference to the strikers. "I was one 
of the guys (bleeped) on by the estab- 
lishment." 


Ron Widby considered reporting in 


order to get treatment for the back in- 
jury, he is recovering from. But he de- 
cided against it and is backing his 
teammates on the picket lines. 


"I considered reporting because of 


the injury I had last year," he said. "I 
thought it over with myself and 1 talked 
to my wife, and I decided I played with 
these guys and they're for it and I'm 
for it. I'm supporting my teammates." 


The issue Widby is most interested in 


is the Rozelle Rule. "I would like to see 
the option clause removed so a man 


could play where he wants. But as far 
as no curfew and how many hours on 
the field, they can throw that trash 
out." 


Again, Widby's interest in the Ro- 


zelle Rule stems from a personal expe- 
rience. "When I was traded I had to re- 
port to Green Bay or retire," he said. 


And although now he admits to enjoy- 


ing his stay here, he confesses he 
wasn't very fond of moving to a cold 
weather climate at the time of the 
trade. 


Both Bowman and Dick Himes, the 


leaders of the local strike movement, 
have said team unity is being endan- 
gered by rookies crossing the lines.

Larry Hefner and Jerry Tagge. 


Carter, who is living in Eau Claire, 


and Hefner, a resident of Green Bay, 
were both mum when asked for com- 
ments on the strike, while Tagge 
couldn't be reached. 


Carter was asked, first, whether he 


would picket. His terse reply was, 
"Nope." Then he was asked whether he 
was considering reporting. To that he 
replied, "I don't know yet." 


Cutting short his answer, Carter, 


usually a most cooperative and willing 
interview subject, then apologized and 
said he would rather not comment on 
anything regarding the strike. 


Hefner said he also wouldn't picket, 


giving the reason that he is in a man- 
agement position at The Left Guard 
and doesn't have time to. After being 
asked a series of questions, pertaining 
to the strike, Hefner asked that he not 
be quoted on any of his answers. 


Coincidentally — or maybe not — 


Hefner and Carter are both employed 
by the Left Guard, which is partially 
owned by former Packers Fuzzy Thurs- 
ton and Max McGee. 


Tagge, according to a source, is in- 


tentionally trying to make himself 
unavailable to avoid being drawn into 
any controversy over the strike.

Rookies learning benefits from strike 


GREEN BAY, Wis. (AP) - Rookie 


Don Woods feels he had no alternative. 


"1 had to show the coaches I could

play. I have a family, just like the vet- 
erans," said Woods, one of 48 Green 
Bay Packer rookies and free agents 
who are in training camp despite pleas 
by veterans that they honor the Na- 
tional Football League players' strike. 


"I could see some of their demands," 


Woods said. "Anything tha*t would ben- 
efit the individual, I'm for. But we 
(rookies) have to make it first, to show 
the coaches we can play, before we see 
the benefits." 


Coach Dan Devine sees Woods and 


his fellow rookies, who are bused past 
picketing veterans to the practice field 
twice a day, as the few winners so far 
in the more than two-week old strike. 


"There are some young men on that 


field who are very eager to learn and 
who are going to play in the NFL," De- 
vine said. "There are several rookies 
who, 
because of the greater opportunity 


for us to spend time with them, coach- 
ing them, will have a much better 
chance of earning a living in the NFL." 


"Last year we had two young people 


here, Phil Engle and Ron Dulak, who 
we thought had some talent," Devine 
said. "But because they were here such 
a short time, and because we had so 
many more people in camp, there 
wasn't time to coach them enough." 


The absence of veterans, and the fact 


that coaches have more time to work 
with rookies, has been a particular ad- 
vantage, to Woods.

Dizzy Dean succumbs 
to heart attack, 64 


RENO, Nev. (AP) — Dizzy Dean, an 


Arkansas farm boy who pitched his 
way into baseball's Hall of Fame with a 
blazing fastball, %vinning the admira- 
tion of millions with a down-home 
twang and zest for life that sometimes 
made managers pale, died early today. 
He was 64. 


Dean, who with his brother Paul 


formed a feared pitching duo for the 
"Gashouse Gang" St. Louis Cardinals 
in the 1930s, died at St. Mary's Hospi- 
tal, 
two days after suffering a severe 


heart attack. 


Dean 


Dizzy Dean, a former migratory cot- 


ton picker who claimed he only went 
through the second grade, was one of 
baseball's great pitchers. But he might 
have reached much greater heights if 
an injury had not destroyed his effec- 
tiveness at age 27, when he should have 
only begun to reach his peak. 


He was perhaps baseball's most ec- 


centric character since the days of 
Rube Waddell, early in the 20th cen- 
tury. 


Waddell sometimes called in all the 


outfielders in exhibitions, then struck 
out the side. Dizzy preferred to fill the 
bases, then fan the side. He also was 
known to break curfew and other rules 
on occasion. 


He was a big right-hander who had a 


blazing fast ball and bragged about it. 
He used to tell the hitters when the fast 
ball was coming, then fire it past them. 
He struck out 17 batters in one game- 
then a record—and led the National 
League 
in strikeouts 
four 
straight 


years. 


He won 30 games and lost only seven 


in pitching the St. Louis Cardinals to 
the National League championship and 
World Series title against Detroit in 
1934. 
No National League pitcher has 


reached the 30-game victory plateau 
since. His brother Paul, constantly re- 
ferred to by Dizzy as "me V Paul," 
won 19. Dizzy won two World Series 
games; Paul won the other two. 


In one of baseball's amazing feats, 


Dizzy pitched nine times in 19 days 
during the Cardinals' 1934 pennant 
drive and continuing into the World 
Series. He was voted the National 
League's Most Valuable Player that 
year. 


Dizzy's career was cut short when he 


was hit on the toe by a line drive from 
the bat of Earl Averill in the 1937 All- 
Star Game. The injury changed his 
pitching motion, which subsequently 
hurt his arm and forced him to depend 
on curves instead of the fast ball. 


That proved to be Dizzy's downfall as 


a pitcher. 


From a 30-7 record in 1934, 28-12 in 


1935 
and 24-13 in 1936, Dean slipped to 


13-10 
in 1937. Sold to the Chicago Cubs 


for $185,000 and three players in 1938, 
he helped the Cubs to the 1938 pennant 
with a 7-1 record and started one game 
in the World Series against, the New 
York Yankees.

SAN DIEGO (AP) - Doug Fortin is 


lying at home in a plaster body cast, 
fVelinj: lucky to be alive but unhappy 
he lost the race. 


After 21 flat tires. 5.000 miles of the 


Sahara Desert and miles of Europe's 
most torturous roads, Fortin and two 
partners smashed their V8-powered 
Jeep into a dog—and three trees—on a 
lonely Turkish road. It was May 22, the 
end of the World Cup Rally for them, 
although until the crash they were run- 
ning fourth overall in the rally and first 
in the fourwheel-drive class. 


Fortin. 32. of San Diego, had com- 


pound fractures of both ankles and a 
broken right knee, thigh and hip. 


Dick Clark of San Diego, driving 


when the accident occurred, suffered 
only shock and a few bruises. Brian 
Chuchua, of Placentia. Calif., had a 
bad gash and intestinal damage caused 
by his safety belt digging into his stom- 
ach. Fortin expects to be away from his 
job a^ a shipbuilding supervisor for an- 
other six months. 


The wreck took place five miles from 


a hospital and within 15 minutes medi- 
cal attention arrived. 


Fortin and Clark, veteran partners of 


the Baja and other off-road races, \\on 
their class in the 1970 Baja 500, won the 
Mint 500 in 1971, won the Riverside 


Grant Prix off-road race three years in 
a row, and have won about 30 races in 
the last few years. Fortin said 
Chuchua is a veteran off-road racer and 
car builder. 


"We looked funny compared to the 


European cars," said Fortin. "The 
Jeep sets so high. 


"1 think we opened their eyes, all 


those people with the little rally cars. 
With the Jeep and the V8. we could 
give up a little cornering and out accel- 
erate them. We beat some damn good 
cars — some of the best in Europe." 


The trio completed 8.000 of the rally's 


10,000 miles. On the African leg. which 
took them through Morocco, Algeria. 
Niger and back across the Sahara to 
Tunisia, they paid up to S180 to fill 
their 62-gallon gas tank. Another time 
they bought three inner tubes in the 
middle of the Sahara for $180. 


Is Fortin getting ready for the next 


World Cup Rally in 1978? 


"Not unless 1 get paid for it," he said 


from his bed. 


"This time my expenses were paid 


(by Chuchua, who put about $30,000 
into the project) and 1 went for the ex- 
perience. But it's hard work." 


His wife, who sat home and charted 


his progress, then worried about his 
accident added: "If he wanted to do 
something like that again, I think I'd 
make sure I went. That being at home 
and not knowing is terrible."

Portugal reverts to military rule 


The collapse of the two-month-old civilian Cabinet in Por- 


tugal, its first one after fifty years of military rule, appar- 
ently is going to mean a resumption of control by military 
personnel. Maybe for the time being it's the only way. 


It would probably seem natural for Portugal's President, 


Antonio de Spinola, to turn to military leaders for help. Af- 
ter all, his own career, as with most Portuguese with politi- 
cal ambitions recently, has been in the military service. 
But after the overthrow of the dictatorship in April, Spinola 
tried to encourage wide participation* in the new govern- 
ment. According to the Premier, Palma Carlos, who re- 
signed last week, the government did not have enough au- 
thority to deal with the two major problems plaguing 
Portugal, a settlement of the dispute in its African colonies 
and the unstable economic situation. The military-domi- 
nated Council of State turned down Carlos' proposals for 
more authority. It also rejected his plan to set up national 
elections for fall instead of next spring when they are 
scheduled. 


The new Premier, appointed by President de Spinola, is 


Colonel Vasco Conclaves. He is expected to try to run a 
more efficient government while retaining the coalition as- 
pect with Cabinet members from Socialist, Communist and 
the more moderate Popular Democrats. But there are 
bound to be conflicts. 


President Spinola emphasized the need to end the old co- 


lonial rule in Africa and his book on the subject led first to 
his dismissal as deputy chief of state and then to the revolt 
which toppled the old regime. But the speed of the changes 
will remain a bone of contention. Reportedly the provisio- 
nal government of Guinea-Bissau, set up last year by the 
African Party for the Independence of Guinea and the Cape 
Verde Islands, is to be recognized soon in Lisbon. The So- 
cialists in Portugal have given a high priority to "the rec- 
ognition of the republic of Guinea-Bissau." The former 
Foreign Minister, Socialist Mario Soares, is expected to be 
the major negotiator with the forces in Africa demanding 
liberation. 


But Portugal has more at stake in the colonies of Mozam- 


bique and Angola. A military regime is not likely to move 
as quickly toward independence for those areas as the So- 
cialists and Communists would like. 


Nevertheless the unrest in Portugal since April may have 


persuaded most of the citizens that the order and discipline 
of the military regime is necessary for the time being. The 
history of such situations, however, is that the right time 
for general elections always seems to be much later. 


The nuclear power safeguards 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger has emphasized that 


the ways in which the United States will make nuclear 
power available to Egypt and Israel, according to President 
Nixon's promises on his Middle East tour, will be very se- 
cure and guard against divergence from peaceful uses into 
weapons. But such safeguards are not so easy. 


India recently exploded a nuclear device. Plutonium 


came from a reactor India had received years ago from 
Canada with the assurance that it would be used only for 
peaceful purposes. India then got heavy water from the 
United States without any safeguards at all. Obviously, no 
matter what promises are made, a nation can renege on 
them or new regimes can renounce them. Is there any way 
to keep the nuclear club limited to its present six mem- 
bers? 


Well, there is the nuclear nonproliferation treaty. 
So far 83 nations have ratified the treaty and 13 more 


have signed but not yet ratified it. Another 39 haven't 
signed but the United States is particularly concerned with 
about 26 which at this point might seem to have the ability 
or the interest in getting and using nuclear power for other 
than peaceful uses. The 13 which have signed but not rati- 
fied are Japan, West Germany, Italy, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Switzerland, Turkey, Colombia, Egypt, Indonesia, 
South Korea, Libya and Venezuela. The 13 which have yet 
to sign — and seem in no hurry — are Spain, India, Israel, 
South Africa, Argentina, Brazil, Portugal, Pakistan, Bang- 
ladesh, Algeria, Chile, Saudi Arabia and North Korea. 


Even those nations which have ratified and agreed to ac- 


cept controls by the International Atomic Energy Agency 
could fairly easily evade the controls, according to Ameri- 
can authorities. When plutonium fuel rods must be taken to 
a chemical reprocessing plant, illegal diversion is possible. 
The plutonium could also be hijacked and the international 
agency has no responsibility for the physical security of fis- 
sionable material at this time. 


The Soviet Union, like the United States, a nation which 


approved the nonproliferation treaty, does not now sell or 
give nuclear aid to nations which are not a party to the 
treaty. In contrast the United States does. As in the Middle 
East, our policy is used for diplomatic reasons. It may also 
be economically beneficial to American industries. But it 
may be dangerous and not very smart in the long run. 


Maybe. There is another possibility. A nation that gets 


atomic energy and the benefits of that power for peaceful 
purposes might be loathe to risk a cutoff of atomic fuel or 
other economic reprisals by changing its use. Encouraging 
reliance upon nuclear power might be beneficial and lead 
toward less chance of its use in dangerous ways. 


One thing is certain. The world has nuclear power and it 


is not limited :o one nation or one government. And maybe, 
in spite of :r.e dangers, it may be just as well.

Labor backing for Earl stirs fuss 


MADISON — Politics and politicians would 


be less interesting and undoubtedly less repre- 
sentative of human nature and the electorate 
without a generous dose of ironies and contra- 
dictions as the periodical competition of am- 
bitious men and their parties is renewed. 


In the Democratic party of Wisconsin today 


there is a lively row about the decision of the 
AFL-CIO, one of the potent components of the 
Democratic establishment in vote power and fi- 
nancial aid, to put its strength behind the can- 
didacy of Rep. Anthony Earl for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for attorney general. 


In the process, the labor organization's Com- 


mittee on Political Education, as it is euphe- 
mistically known, has angered three other as- 
pirants who were denied the blessing of the 
biggest labor organization and the fastest 
union political action fund in the state. 


Each of those other aspirants would have ac- 


cepted a similar endorsement joyously. Two ol 
them had similar backing earlier. Another has 
cheerfully accepted the public backing of some 
local and regional labor groups, which presum- 
ably includes some cash substantiation But the 
AFL-CIO is now being accused of unfairness 
and of a violation of the spirit of the open pri- 
mary election system. 


Independent and attentive voters and observ- 


ers of Wisconsin political affairs, meanwhile, 
have noted that there has not been a single au- 
dible comment thus far about the labor en- 
dorsement from those liberals, in their defini- 
tion, who for decades have denounced 
Republican convention candidate endorsemrnts 
as transgressions of the intent of the open pri- 
mary system. 


The purpose of the Republican voluntary or- 


ganization slate-making rule is identical to that 
of John Schmitt of the AFL-CIO and his associ- 
ates. It is to solicit the votes of sympathetic 
persons and groups, and to fuel a campaign tc 
win such votes with contributions of organiza- 
tion money. 


The truly independent voter may ask how a 


big statewide labor federation candidate select- 
ion decision differs from the ticket endorse- 
ment of a voluntary partisan association. 


One difference, of course, is transparent. The 


COPE endorsement comes from a handful of 
labor union leaders, surely no more than a few 
dozen. The political party ticket recommenda- 
tions come from elected delegates of 72 county 
party groups, typically numbecmg more than 
2,000 and often reaching a total of 2,500 or 
more. 


Voters of independent mind may also find it 


curious that Schmitt, the ranking labor organi- 


zation leader in the state, has angrily and pub- 
licly denounced the terms of the new state po- 
litical campaign finance control law. It is 
burdensome. It is unfair. It reflects the prej- 
udices of some of the liberal intellectuals who 
have no true sympathy for organized labor and 
the wage earner, he has complained. 


Schmitt is a robust, outspoken and often con- 


tentious politician whose public statements are 
often aimed at his own constituency, rather 
than the general population. 


Yet there are surely many persons who re- 


member the ancient and repetitious cries of the 
union chiefs and allied liberal politicians about 
liie dangers of extravagant spending and the 
"money bag" influence of conservatives in the 
affairs of the Republican party, including their 
preference for the recommendation of slates to 
the voters in the open primary. 


There are indications that Schmitt misread 


the terms of the new law. or was erroneously 
advised about it. 


There are explicit limits on what his own 


group can spend. But there are also perfectly 
legal ways to form satellite donor groups. The 
true difference between the old and the new 
lies in the limits on total expenditures for any 
candidate, and the promise of enforcement and 
widest possible publicity on sources.

State boundaries 
should be redrawn 


The U.S. could save something like S5 


billion a year— and at the same time 
run a much tighter ship-if the propo- 
sal by Prof. Etzel Pearcy could possi- 
bly be enacted into law, over the kicks 
and screams of all state governments. 


Prof. Pearcy, you may remember, is 


the geographer who last winter sug- 
gested that present state boundaries be 
eliminated and then redrawn to give us 
38 states instead of the present con- 
tiguous 48. I happen to think that even 
38 would be too many, but you have to 
start somewhere. 


Writing in the Smithsonian maga- 


zine, he notes that the 38 new states 
would be much the same size; as it is 
now, Alaska is more than 400 times 
larger than Rhode Island, which poses 
some real problems in representation, 
appropriation, and ease of adminis- 
tration. 


Most state boundaries are antiquated 


and meaningless in the modern era: 
they were set up in pioneer days, along 
rivers or arbitrary landmarks which 
bear no relation to today's community 
and regional interests. Many states, 
such as New York and Illinois, have 
conflicting interests between "upstate" 
and "downstate," which makes govern- 
ment costly and ineffectual and unsa- 
tisfactory to all parties. 


My own home state, Illinois, is a clas- 


sic example of outmoded boundaries. 
The northern industrial tip, including 
Chicago, has little in common with the 
largely agricultural rest of the state, 
particularly the southern part, which is 
farther south on the map than Rich- 
mond, Virginia. 


For a century, Illinois politicians 


have exploited this dichotomy, inciting 
"downstate" against the "big city," 
and engaging in a fruitless and expen- 
sive tug-of-war to dominate the state 
legislature by urban or farm interests 
The general public has suffered in 
countless ways from this fratricidal 
war, and no one has benefited except 
the politicians. 


Chicago should be part of an urba- 


nized region swinging from Detroit to 
Milwaukee; just as New York City 
should be the center of a major metro- 
politan area including parts of indus- 
trialized New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, and a piece of Pennsyl- 
vania. The localities have problems in 
common, and could help each other, 
rather than, as at present, fighting bit- 
terly in their state capitals to get urban 
aid from a hostile or indifferent legisla- 
ture dominated by rurahtes. 


Of course, nothing will come of this 


proposal, at least in our lifetime, be- 
cause the pressure for the status quo 
remains too great, as well as the power 
of incumbent governors and legisla- 
tors. "Nobody shoots at Santa Claus," 
said Al Smith— and nobody voluntarily 
votes himself out of office.

Bottom May Fall Out 


If Snyder is correct, then sometime 


in August or September the bottom is 
likely to fall out of impeachment At 
this point, should it come, millions of 
Americans are going to turn around 
and ask themselves: "Why did Con- 
gress spend a long, bitter year trying 
to impeach the President of the United 
States without the necessary proof9" 
And others will turn around and try to 
compute the appalling cost of it all 


In this latter connection, the White 


House Office of Communications has 
sought solace to calculate the cost of 
Watergate by adding up the cost of the 
Ervin Committee, Jaworski's office, 
the House Judiciary Committee and so 
forth. Phooey to that. Those numbers 
are peanuts, kid stuff. Nobody will be 
able to measure the cost of Watergate 
and impeachment in a few millions — 
or even hundreds of millions of dollars. 


New evidence may yet justify the 


whole impeachment probe. But if not, 
it will be a multi-billion dollar futility, 
properly chargeable with much of the 
1973-74 paralysis of the U.S. govern- 
ment, and also responsible for no small 
part of the current domestic and inter- 
national economic crisis 


Thus, it's fair to throw some other 


calculations into the cost of Watergate 
and impeachment. Housewives have 
paid billions at the neighborhood mar- 
kets. Stock portfolios have shriveled, 
fuel bills have soared, pensions have 
withered. All over America, people are 
telling their Congressmen: Either im- 
peach Richard Nixon quickly or turn 
your attention to the crumbling econ- 
omy. Polls are beginning to show 
people blaming Congress for runaway 
inflation. 


If Mr. Nixon is impeached in the next 


month or two, and convicted on good 
evidence, then the American people 
will reasonably blame their economic 
losses on the Administration and the 
GOP. But if the house and-or the Sen- 
ate are forced to decide that there is in- 
sufficient evidence for impeachment, 
thereby repudiating Congressional and 
media militants, the public may bery 
well turn its wrath on Capitol Hill and 
the press. 


Nixon's Integrity Soiled 


Granted that Mr. Nixon is no prize 


Presidential package. Whatever hap- 
pens, his integrity has been soiled. But 
these shortcomings will lose signifi- 
cance if the evidence of criminality the 
public has been led to expect — the 
smoking gun, as it were — turns out to 
exist only in news leaks, speculation 
and innuendo. Even people who don't 
care for the President will have to turn 
their attention to a second evil — the 
abuses of those who hamstrung a coun- 
try in their rush to topple a second 
President. I say a "second President" 
because many of the liberal forces that 
have keynoted impeachment over the 
last year were also in the forefront of 
the 1967-68 crusade to drive Lyndon 
Johnson from office. And if Richard 
Nixon survives, he can probably be ex- 
pected to take up the cudgels with a 
vengeance.,

U.S., Soviets squabble 


in U.N. over Cyprus 
Explosion rocks Tower of London 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 


The Soviet Union and the United Stales 
were at odds today over what, if any- 
thing, the Security Council should do 
about the Cyprus coup and the over- 
throw of President Makarios. 


At the first council meeeting on the 


crisis, the Soviets on Tuesday called for 
urgent measures to protect the inde- 
pendence of the island. But the United 
States, supported by Britain, said in- 
formation from Cyprus was still too 
sketchy to make any decisions. 


The 15:nation council adjourned to 


await developments, including possibly 
a visit by Makarios, who spent the 
night on Malta en route to London. No 
time was set for resumption of the de- 
bate. 


In Tuesday's council debate. Soviet 


delegate Vastly S. Safronchuk blamed 
the coup on the Greek Army officers 
who command the Cyprus National 
Guard. He said the Greek military gov- 
ernment must bear responsibility. 


He called on the council to "take the 


most urgent measures to protect the in- 
dependence, sovereignty and territorial 
integrity" of Cyprus. "Time will not 
wait," he declared. But he did not sub- 
mit a resolution for council action. 


Ambassador John A. Scali of the 


United States said his government sup- 
ports the "independence and territorial 
integrity of Cyprus and its existing con- 
stitutional arrangements." But he said, 
"unfortunately, t.viere is much ... we 
still do not know about the emerging 
situation on Cyprus, and it is difficult 
at this moment to see clearly whether 
and how the council can make a posi- 
tive contribution." 


The Makarios government's U.N. 


representative. Ambassador Zenon 
Rossides. flared up at the calls for 
delay and urged an immediate cease- 
fire resolution. 


"It is impermissible for any member 


of the Security Council to suggest or 
support anything that will allow fight- 
ing and bloodshed to go on," he said. 
"Whatever the details are and what- 
ever the blame should be. the fighting 
should stop." 


But like Safronchuk. Rossides did not 


submit a resolution. He said later he 
thought the Soviet Union was going to 
put one in. Informed sources said the 
Russian tried unsuccessfully to get 
other council members to propose a 
resolution calling for noninterference 
in Cyprus. 


LONDON (AP) - An explosion today 


rocked the Tower of London, one of 
Britain's most historic monuments. 
and hospital officials said 26 persons 
were injured, including a number of 
children. 


Scotland Yard said they suspected a 


terrorist bomb caused the blast, but 
there was no immediate confirmation 
of this. Irish extremists set off an ex- 
plosion June 17 that damaged the 
houses of Parliament and injured seven 
persons. 


In past bombings, terrorists have 


given advance warning, but there was 
no such warning in today's incident, 
police said. 


"Suddenly there was this bang," said 


Mrs. John Lyall, of suburban London, 
"There was glass and smoke coming 
out of the building. I heard children 
screaming." 


Police cordoned off the area and two 


helicopters hovered over the medieval 
fortress where England's Tudor kings 
had their enemies beheaded. 


The Environment Department, which 


runs tourist attractions in Britain, said 
the explosion was in the basement of 
(he Tower. It said there was structural 
damage to the floor above the explosion 
but no immediate estimate of its ex- 
tent. It added the Tower would be open 
Thursday as usual. 


The Tower, actually a castle on the 


River Thames in east London, also 
houses the crown jewels of Queen 
Elizabeth II. 


"There was a terrific bang and a 


huge column of smoke rose over the 
Tower. There are police cars, fire en- 
gines and ambulances everywhere." a 
Port of London Authority official said. 


The area around the Tower was 


crowded with tourists at the time of the 
blast. 


Crown jewels kept at the Tower are 


priceless. One stone alone, the famed 
Koh-I-Noor diamond, was estimated to 
be worth S5.6 million, and that was in 
1850. This diamond is now in the front 
of the queen mother's crown.

"informed sources said Turkey was 


moving 90,000 troops and war materiel 
to its Mediteiranean shores today fol- 
lowing the coup on Cyprus, and news- 
papers reported Turkish ships were 
sailing near the Greek islands of 
Rhodes and Mitilene. 


The moves came as Turkish leaders 


flew to London for urge'nt talks on the 
Cyprus crisis, military rebels tightened 
their grip on the island, and Arch- 
bishop Makarios told a news confer- 
ence in England he left Cyprus because 
he felt he would be able to help his 
people more effectively from outside 
the country. 


There are approximately 490,000 


Greeks and 115,000 Turks on Cyprus. 
The military rebels that overthrew Ma- 
karios on Monday are believed to be 
committed to enosis, or union with 
Greece, and the Turkish government 
fears any such move would threaten its 
interests on the Mediterranean island. 
Greece has denied any involvement 
with the coup. 


In Brussels, all members of the 


North Atlantic Treaty Organization ex- 
cept Greece supported a call for the 
withdrawal of Greek officers from the 
Cyprus national guard as the best way 
to calm the situation, a NATO source 
said. 


Makarios said the coup against him 


Monday was organized by the Greek 
military regime in Athens and led by 
Greek officers serving in his national 
guard. 


"They tried to kill me by attacking 


the presidential palace with mortars 


and other weapons," he said. "The pal- 
ace was demolished. 


"They thought I was killed and they 


said on the radio that I was taken — 
but as you can see I am alive. 


"I succeeded in escaping. I went first 


to Paphos. where there is a radio sta- 
tion from which I made several broad- 
casts to my people. 


"Yesterday morning a small warship 


of the national guard fired at the radio 
station and demolished it, while at the 
same time armored cars and tanks 
moved toward Paphos." 


Paphos is Makarios's home town in 


southwest Cyprus. 


Explaining his decision to leave, Ma- 


karios said, "I didn't want to fall into 
the hands of the Greek junta. I pre- 
ferred to leave Cyprus. I felt that going 
into hiding was not the answer. 


"I feel from the outside I am able to 


help my people more effectively in 
their struggle against the dictatorship 
and attack on their rights. 


Within minutes of Makarios' arrival 


it was announced in London that Tur- 
kish Premier Bulent Ecevit and his de- 
fense minister were flying to the Brit- 
ish capital later in the day to discuss 
the Cyprus crisis with Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson and Foreign Minister 
James Callaghan. 


Turkey reportedly has shifted a large 


part of its navy off the Cyprus coast 
and placed an entire naval division on 
full alert because of fears for the Tur- 
kish minority on Cyprus. 


The afternoon Athens newspaper Es- 


tia said that according to unconfirmed 
information there was a loss of about 
300 dead strictlv between armed units 


during the last two days in Cyprus. 


The paper said it had no reports of ci- 


vilian casualties at the moment. 


Estia's Nicosia correspondent, Spyn- 


don Papageorgiou, has been appointed 
director of press and information for 
the new Cyprus regime. 


After consultation with British gov- 


ernment leaders, Makarios was ex- 
pected to fly on to New York to appeal 
to the United Nations Security Council 
for help in reversing the coup that un- 
seated him on Monday. 


The British forces' radio station on% 


Cyprus reported a calm night for the 
island, wifii only "an occasional rifle 
shot and auto'matic weapons fire 
heard." It said the curfew imposed by 
the leaders of the coup on Greek Cypr- 
iot sectors of the island had been lifted 
but might be reimposed later in the 
day. 


A pooled news dispatch late Tuesday 


from Nicosia, the capital, said shooting 
continued in some towns. But Greek 
sources in Athens reported the surren- 
der of pro-Makarios forces in Paphos. 


The Security Council met in emer- 


gency session in New York on Tuesday 
but after inconclusive debate adjourned 
to await developments. The United 
States and Britain urged a wait-and-see 
policy. The Soviet Union accused the 
Greek military junta in Athens of insti- 
gating the coup and said "time will not 
wait." And the U.N. delegate from the 
Makarios government appealed to the 
council to order a ceasefire.

Housing, mortgage slump colled worst on record 


NEW YORK (AP) — The nation's 


housing and mortgage slump has 
grown into the worst on record, accord- 
ing to some bankers and builders. 


Inflation and tight money have 


crippled banks' ability to provide mort- 
gages. Building material costs have 
skyrocketed and supplies are tight. 


Bankers in Boston and Seattle say. 


they're out of money for mortgages and 
a contractor in Annapolis, Md. com- 
plained recently he couldn't find nails 
for carpentry work. 


With most consumers now largely 


priced out of the housing mortgage 
markets, John M. Wetmore, director of 
economics and research at the Mort- 
gage Banks Association, said many 
banks now extend mortgage credit only 
to top executives of companies which 
do business at the bank. 


"Sure it's discriminatory," he said, 


but added that there seems no other 
way to distribute what little money a 
bank has to lend in mortgages. 


One such local VIP, who declined to 


\ 


be quoted by name, recently bought a 
$50,000-plus home in Glenwood, 111., a 
Chicago suburb. He was a general 
manager of a local business, and had 
tried eight lending institutions before 
one finally gave him a 7.8 per cent 
mortgage. 


"I got my mortgage through what 


you might call 'influence peddling.' 
The bank told me the mortgage market 
was tight and I told them I'd help them 
to a certain extent with a savings de- 
posit. I used money and clout," he said. 


It's an ugly picture for most other 


home shoppers. 


The Commerce Department says 


home building declined 11.1 per cent in 
May from the previous month, and 38 
per cent from a year ago. Building per- 
mits for the nation declined 43 per cent 
in May from a year ago, and reached 
the lowest level since April 1967. Last 
year, 2.06 million permits were issued, 
but this year, according to Michael Su- 
michrast, economist for the National 
Association of Home Builders, the fig- 


ure will be more like 1.45 million. 


Construction firms must pay any- 


where from 2-5 per cent above the bank 
prime lending rate, which now stands 
at about 12 per cent at most banks. 
Smaller contractors often pay even 
more. The higher interest rate trans- 
lates into a bigger price tag on a new- 
home. The cost of the average new 
home has jumped nearly $20,000 since 
1970. 


In an effort to relieve the situation, 


the Nixon administration last May 
committed up to $10.3 billion in credit 
to bolster the nation's sagging mort- 
gage and home building markets. 
Some of that money, to be raised on the 
open markets rather than from the 
U.S. Treasury, will be channeled into 
the hard-pressed savings and loan as- 
sociations that provide much of the na- 
tion's mortgage money. Much of the 
rest will be used to subsidize lower in- 
terest rates through existing Federal 
Housing Administration home mort- 
gage insurance programs. 


t 


Bank mortgage loans are hard to get 


anywhere, and in some places virtually 
nonexistent. Through May. the nation's 
savings and loan associations granted 
$18.18 billion in loans to home buyers, 
down a whopping 20.4 per cent from the 
comparable period last year. 


Interest rates on conventional mort- 


gages for both new and previously oc- 
cupied single family houses in June av- 
eraged 8.84 per cent, according to the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board. 


The board said rates for new homes 


compared with 8.74 in May and 7.79 per 
cent in June 1973. For previously occu- 
pied houses, the earlier rates were 8.67 
and 7.79 per cent. 


But the range varies widely from 


state to state, depending on local usury 
laws designed to prevent lenders from 
charging excessive interest rates. 


In nine states, Illinois, Ohio, New 


York, Missouri, Minnesota, Kentucky, 
Alabama, Vermont and West Virginia, 
the highest interest allowed by usury 
laws is 8-8'/2 per cent.

By contrast, Virginia sets no ceiling 


on interest rates. In Wyoming and Utah 
it is 18 per cent and in Rhode Island. 21 
per cent. 


Bankers argue that housing and 


mortgage activity is at its lowest in 
those states where usury laws are 
toughest. The laws designed to protect 
the consumer have rebounded against 
him, they say, and should be repealed. 


"Banks have just stopped making 


new mortgages," said a spokesman for 
the Savings Bank Association of New 
York. From a peak of $4.9 billion in 
mortgage commitments in April 1973, 
the association says savings banks in 
New York had commitments of onlv 
$3.15 billion as of May 31, 1974. 


What is plaguing the nation's savings 


banks and savings and loan associ- 
ations is "disintermediation," a pro- 
cess where money that ordinarily 
would be invested in savings accounts 
is instead withdrawn in huge amounts, 
attracted by the much higher returns 
offered by Treasury notes, certificates 


of deposit, commercial paper and other 
debt vehicles in the open money mar- 
kets. 


That process, spurred by inflation 


and the Federal Reserve's tight money 
policies, has largely dried up the tradi- 
tional sources of mortgage loans. In the 
last three months alone. New York 
State savings banks suffered an out- 
flow of some $740 million. The state's 
banks had net outflows in all but three 
of the last 13 months. 


Tight money policies have sent the 


federal government scrambling with 
industry for the few dollars that can be 
raised in the nation's credit markets. 


"The federal agencies are an un- 


beatable competitor for money in the 
money markets," economist Wetmore 
explained. "They get their funds first 
and the crumbs are left to the mort- 
gage markets,"

"It is quite early to do anything 


more." Hanke said. "The next step will 
be a feasibility study and Knauer and 
Peterson have been putting this to- 
gether since June, 1971.

No tax rise proposed in 
Seymour school budget 


SEYMOUR - A proposed 1974-75 


Seymour joint district school budget 
calls for increased spending of more 
than $400.000 over last year, but does 
not require any increase in local dis- 
trict property taxes. 


A public "hearing on the proposed 


budget will be at 8 p.m. Monday in the 
Seymour Community High School audi- 
torium. 


The budget calls for spending 


S3,368.563 next year, compared to 
$2.915.734 for this year. However, the 
anticipated local tax levy is $1,366,443, 
the same as it was for the year just en- 
ded. A proposed tax rate of $15.75 per 
$1.000 equalized valuation also is the 
same. 


Biggest anticipated increase in cost, 


as might be expected, is for instruc- 
tion, which is up $244,000. This includes 
five new staff members. Half of the in- 
crease is for teacher salaries. 


Other areas of increase include pupil 


transportation, up $18.000; school oper- 


ation, up $33.000; fixed charges, up 
$103,000; debt service, up $63.000, and 
capital outlay, up $72.000. 


The big items in fixed costs are em- 


ploye insurance and teacher retirement 
benefits. These two items account for 
$97,000 of the increase in that category. 


In the capital outlay category, $60,000 


of the increase is budgeted for site ac- 
quisition. 


On the revenue side, the district is 


going into the year with an anticipated 
fund reserve of $424,014, of which 
$72,531 is debt retirement reserves. 
Various state aids are expected to in- 
crease by $135.000 to $1.735,900. Fed- 
eral aids also are expected to be up 
slightly. 


The projected budget should result in 


a general fund balance of $162,728 at 
the enBd of the next school year, ac- 
cording to the board of education fig- 
ures.

FVTI board backs yearlong plan

The final report of the year-round 


educational program, with a mandate 
to implement it as soon as possible in 
each of the departments at Fox Valley 
Technical Institute, was adopted 
Tuesday by the FVTI Uoard. 


Stanley Spanbauer, head of the in- 


structional division, who headed a com- 
mittee working on the 48-week plan, 
gave the report which just about wraps 
up the yearlong effort. 


According to Spanbauer, who has 


been a prime instigator of this study 
for the vocational-technical system, the 
old school calendar, especially on the 
post-high school level, is obsolete. 


"The old calendar assumes that the 


student and teacher generally benefit 
from the long summer stretch; that 
nine months is ample time in which to • 
achieve desire competency," Spar- 
bauer explained. 


Studies done by the committee, 


which included teachers, board mem- 
bers and administrative personnel, in- 


dicated that students entering the vo- 
cational-technical field are anxious to 
complete their studies quickly and en- 
ter the labor market as soon as pos- 
sible. 


"There's no doubt of this, because 


wherever we have had the year-round 
concept, we have had a waiting list 
running, in some cases, in the hun- 
dreds," Spanbauer said. 


He was referring to such programs 


as practical nursing, where the classes 
are filled a year and a half in advance; 
truck riving, which operates day and 
evening, electronic servicing, . diesel 
mechanics and restaurant and hotel 
cookery, the two newest 
programs, 


which have already met with a great 
deal of success because of the opportu- 
nity to enter and exit the course at just 
about any time during the year. 


One of the biggest advantages of such 


a program, which would allow students 
to enter a course during the 48-week 
period, is that they don't have to com- 
pete in the job market at the traditional 
times of June and January when every- 


one else is looking for a job as well, it 
was pointed out. 


"We have requests for trained people 


throughout the year from businesses 
and firms. In this way, we could fill 
them throughout the year," stated Di- 
rector William Sirek, pointing out one 
of the prime reasons for the support 
the committee has received from ad- 
ministration, board and advisory com- 
mittees, consisting of people in indus- 
try-Other advantages listed by the com- 
mittee: 


— Students would have time to take 


enrichment courses. 


— Students would have to experience 


no delay between high school gradu- 
ation and FVTI. 
- Maximum use of costly facilities 


and equipment would be achieved. 


— Instructors would have year-round 


employment, eliminating, in some 
cases, the search for summer employ- 
ment and moonlighting. 


- Continuity of the program could be 


better maintained. 


— Students would have more time to 


take remedial courses. 


— Costly computer time would be 


used year-round. 


— A waiting list would insure max- 


imum classroom or lab station use. As 
soon as a student graduates or drops 
out of a program, another can take his 
or her place. There are a number of 
problems to be overcome, however, and 
Spanbauer mentioned those as well. 


The system of admissions and regis- 


trations to cover the emtry-exit system 
on this type of a basis is presenting a 
problem, Spanbauer said. 


The board, responding to this, ap- 


pointed a committee, which will be 
headed by Barbara Anderson, who has 
been on the year-round committee all 
along, to study the problem. 


Another problem is that the curricu- 


lum would have to be revised in order 
to adjust to the new system. However, 
Spanbauer had good news in this area. 
He told the board that this project has 
just been awarded a $22,000 grant for 
curriculum development.

Fremont parish marks 100 years

FREMONT — Two observances have 


been scheduled in August for the cen- 
tennial celebration of Hope United 
Church of Christ. 


An Aug. 18 observance, "The Church 


Today and Tomorrow," will involve Dr. 
Ralph Ley, president of the Wisconsin 
Conference of the United Church of 
Christ as guest speaker. The youth of 
the congreation will assist. 


On Aug. 25, "The Church Today and 


Yesterday" will feature a reunion of 
former pastors and former parish 
members, their families and descen- 
dants. 


A centennial dinner is planned for 


noon that day with an offering. Persons 
who will attend the dinner are asked to 
notify the church at route 2, Fremont, 
before Aug. 15. 


The church here was officially orga- 


nized on May 23, 1874, with 32 charter 
members — eight years after pioneers 
asked a pastor in Dale to guide them in 
worship services. Parishioners gath- 
ered in homes for assembly when the 
pastor could visit. 


Their first church, a remodeled 


abandoned school house on the east 
side of the Wolf River, was dedicated 
Oct. 
18, 1884. The location was a prob- 


lem for the congregation, however, be- 
cause their growing membership 
mostly resided on the west side of the 
river. 


About 19 years later, the congrega- 


tion voted to construct a church three 
miles south of Fremont on the west 
side of the river on a half-acre plot of- 
fered by Frank Neuschafer. 


A church, 26 by 40 feet with bell 


tower and raised pulpit was con- 
structed in a Calvinistic design in a 
dense cluster of native white pines. 


About 1913, some members of the 


congregation initiated a one evening 
service a month in English. Gradually, 
about 19 years later, the services in 
German were phased out as German 
members became fewer in number. 


The church had been served by pas- 


tors from Dale during this time. They 
had resided at the parsonage of the 
Zion Reformed Church. The congrega- 
tion wanted its own pastor and advo- 
cated the two congregations split and 
become separate charges. 


The first resident pastor for the Fre- 


mont congregation came in the fall of 
1921 and moved into a home rented by 
the parishioners until 1922 when the 
present parsonage was constructed. 


But the Sheboygan Classis suggested 


that the Dale and Fremont congrega- 
tions reunite and become the former 
two-point charge. And ministers again 
resided in Dale. In 1936, the pastor 
moved to Fremont and the Dale parso- 
nage was rented out. 


A request to the North Wisconsin Sy- 


nod that the Dale and Fremont 
churches again become separate was 


granted in 1956. The pastor of the two 
churches, the Rev. Gale Wolf, resigned 
to allow each parish to call its own pas- 
tor. 


In the 35-year transition period when 


the churches alternated between sepa- 
rate and united bodies, the congrega- 
tions were served by the Rev. Vicot 
Grosshuesch at three intervals. 
Grosshuesch served both while resid- 
ing in Fremont from 1921-24. He re- 
turned again as pastor in 1928 and re- 
sided in Dale until 1936 when he moved 
to the Fremont parsonage until 1941. 
He returned again in 1948 and resided 
in Fremont where he served both 
churches until 1953. 


The physical aspect of the church 


also changed during this time. Major 
renovations began in the 1930s. A base- 
ment was added, seating arrangements 
were reversed and an addition was con- 
structed to the west end. Heavy traffic 
on County Trunk H prompted the relo- 
cation of the front entrance. 


Synod and national affiliations 


changed. The church was once a part of 
a denomination called the Reformed 
Church in the United States. Then, 
about 1934, with the merger of the 
Evangelical Synod of North America, 
the church became the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church. In 1954, the congre- 
gation merged with the Congregational 
Christian Church and adopted the 
present status as the United Church of 
Christ.

Drawing determines 
placement on ballot 


Post-Crescent Madison bureau 


MADISON - "1 don't really think it 


makes a hell of a lot of difference 
whose name comes first," said Leo 
Fahey, administrator of elections for 
Wisconsin. 


Nevertheless, in one of its first offi- 


cial acts, the new state Elections Board 
spent 1 '/2 hours of its meeting Monday 
to decide which names should appear 
first on the September primary elec- 
tion ballot. 


The first winners were Gov. Patrick 


J. Lucey and Lt. Gov. Martin Schrei- 
ber, who are seeking re-election. Board 
Chairman Charles Goldberg drew the 
Lucey-Schreiber slip of paper ahead of 
their primary opponents, Edmond Hou- 
Scye and Andrew J. Tripoli of Sheboy- 
gan. 


Since all election responsibilities 


have been transferred to the elections 
board from the secretary of state's of- 
fice, the drawing was necessitated. 
Goldberg, a Milwaukee attorney, acted 
like a bingo caller as he slowly pro- 
ceeded through every statewide, con- 
oressional and legislative race that had 
more than one candidate on the party 
ticket. 


Madison Rep. Edward Nager won the 


distinction of being listed first on the 
Democratic attorney general ballot and 
state Sen. Thomas Petri, Fond du Lac, 
beat out his primary opponent, James 
Sigl of Milwaukee, for the top spot on 
the U.S. senator ballot. 


Strangely, most of the incumbents 


were winners of the draw. Rep. Glenn 
Davis outdrew state Sen. Robert Kas- 
ten Jr. for the top line on the 9th Dis- 
trict congressional ballot for Republi- 
cans. State Sen. Ronald Parys of 
Milwaukee will be listed ahead of his 
two primary opponents on the Demo- 


cratic ballot, and Sen. Dale McKenna 
of Jefferson also earned top billing. 


In the 8th Congressional District, the 


Rev. Robert Cornell received the draw- 
ing nod over his Democratic party op- 
ponent, Donald Zuidmulder. Harvey 
Rowe, a candidate for the Republican 
party nomination for state Senate in 
the 1st District, will be listed ahead of 
William Wagener. 


In the 19th Senate District being va- 


cated by Jack Steinhilber. the Demo- 
cratic ticket will read John R. Allen- 
Gary R. Goyke while the GOP slate in 
order will be Byron L. Murken-Robert 
Torgerson-Jon R. Guiles-Lillian Jero. 


In the 5th Assembly District, the 


Democratic primary ballot will be 
headed by Russel H. Dix, who is oppos- 
ing incumbent William J. Rogers, Kau- 
kauna.

Education more 
costly on two 
UW campuses 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Although 


undergraduate students at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin's Milwaukee and 
Madison campuses will pay the same 
tuition as they did last year, their over- 
all cost of education will be higher than 
their counterparts on seven other 
campuses. UW officials said Monday. 


Officials said the cost of education 


will be between $150 and $200 higher at 
the two campuses this year because of 
higher costs of supplies, personal ex- 
penses, transportation, room and board 
and health insurance. 


Total costs for the year for resident 


freshmen and sophomores are pro- 
jected at $2,890 and $2,753 at UW-Madi- 
son. 


Resident upperclassmen at Madison 


and Milwaukee will face costs of $2,828 
and $2,965 respectively. 


The educational costs for freshmen 


and sophomore students at other UW 
campuses may be up to $504 less than 
those of their counterparts on the Madi- 
son campus. 


Under the tuition plan adopted by the 


board of regents last week, Madison 
and Milwaukee students will pay 31 per 
cent of the cost of the education, while 
students on other campuses will pay 25 
per cent of their education.

MADISON. Wis. (AP) - 
Robert 


Sundby. whose state senate candidacy 
had been challenged by the Democratic 
party of Wisconsin, was unanimously 
certified Tuesday by the state Elections 
Board to run for office. 


Sundby. a Republican who wants to 


oppose incumbent Democrat Dale 
McKenna of Jefferson, was challenged 
in a letter to the board from Sue Al- 
brecht of Monona, the party's secre- 
tary. 


Mrs. Albrecht said that Sundby. who 


is building a house in Monona but is 
not living in it. does not live in the dis- 
trict as required by law. 


Board members said the legality of 


Sundby's residency was questionable, 
but they decided to certify him and get 
legal advice on what to do in future 
cases. 


Sundby said he was not satisfied with 


the board's decision. 


"This is nothing more than a politi- 


cal attack." he said. "1 don't think 
leaving the matter as it now sits will 
have the objective of clearing my name 
as a candidate." 


The board said Sundby should be 


allowed to run on the grounds that the 
spirit of Wisconsin's election law is 
that "candidacy should be encouraged 
and voters be given a choice wherever 
possible." 


It did, however, vote to remove from 


the ballots the names of Peter F. Pos- 
ler and Virginia Poch of Milwaukee. 


The board was told that Posler did

It 
was told that two persons who circu- 
lated nomination papers for Mrs. Poch 
did not live in the 32nd District, where 
she wanted to run.

Plan seeks recognition 
of legal specialization

MADISON — A plan to define areas 


of legal practice specialization for the 
lawyers of Wisconsin has been drafted 
by a study committee of the state Bar 
of Wisconsin for approval of its board 
of governors and for ultimate submis- 
sion to the state Supreme Court. 


The proposal would establish a state 


board of legal specialization by order of 
the court. No specialty fields of prac- 
tice are named. They would be defined 
by the proposed control board. 
"Recognition of individual lawyers in 
specialty fields would be based on spec- 
ified requirements and a determination 
of qualifications according to guide- 
lines to be developed with the confir- 
mation of the state court. 


Earlier, another committee of the 


bar had proposed to its governors a 
rule to assure the continued compe- 
tency of lawyers in genera! practice 
through a requirement for continuing 
education. That would also require the 
enactment of the Supreme Court. 


The committee report emphasized 


that complex or costly examinations of 
lawyers to qualify for specialty ratings 
would not be required. They would sup- 


ply t>uch information a;> requested by 
the specialty board in petitioning for 
special competence recognition. 


Authors of the report said their plan 


would avoid what they described as 
costly administrative problems that 
caused difficulties for a similar plan in 
California, and would avoid what was 
described as the liberality of a plan in 
another state. 
They described their outline as a 


middle-of-the road proposal thought to 
be useful for this state and its lawyer 
population as well as the range of prac- 
tice encountered in metropolitan and 
nonmetropolitan areas. 


The sponsors said the plan could ul- 


timately evolve into a formally defined 
speciality definition and qualification 
system as urged by the American Bar 
Association and as already accepted by 
medical practitioners. 


The result of such a formal acknowl- 


edgment of legal practice special- 
ization would be to enable the lay per- 
son to select more readily a lawyer who 
is reasonably proficient in the field of 
his need, uplift the competence of law- 
yers generally by encouraging them to 
specialize and to participate in contin- 


uing legal education, and satisfy critics 
of the bar that the profession is moving 
in a direction that has potential public 
benefit.

MADISON — Two years after the 


rules were changed to permit the place- 
ment of boys at the juvenile correctio- 
nal institution that had been designed 
for the training of girls 30 years ear- 
lier, the state Department of Health 
and Social Services is convinced that 
its experiment has been a success. 


The current population at Lincoln 


School for Girls is comparatively low at 
about 100, but officials explain that 
there is a tendency to release the young 
state wards during spring and summer 
to permit them to prepare for a return 
to their home city school classes in Sep- 
tember. 


Currently, there are 51 girls and 47 
boys at the institution, near Madison, 
which receives mostly young people 
sent by the courts of populous southern 
Wisconsin. 


Another institution in Lincoln 


County, also originally planned to ac- 
commodate young male delinquents, 
has been adjusted to a coeducational 
program and now counts 39 girls on its 
rolls and 166 young boys. 


The Lincoln school receives mostly 


young people committed by the courts 
of upper Wisconsin, many of them from 
underprivileged homes. 


Rex Outer of the Oregon school, in a 


report to the state Board of Health and 


Social Services, commented, "There 
have been some problems for us: in 
meeting the different needs of a boys' 
population, but the overall results have 
been highly satisfactory." 
— 


In his accounting to the policy board. 


Outer disclosed that the experimental 
"open mail" program at Oregon, be- 
gun two years ago, has become perma- 
nent. Censorship of all incoming Snd 
outgoing mail of students has been 
eliminated, and when censorship is-re- 
garded as necessary for individualsTbr 
particular cause, the student is notified 
in advance and given the reason for 
mail inspections.
